The bridges over the 
Meuse-also are being bombarded, thus 
choking the exits of the Germans in 
withdrawing.- 

Two ‘trains loaded with German 
troops were caught by the fire -of 
American batteries as they were en- 
tering Brieulles this afternoon. The 
artillerists opened fire soon after the 
trains were first sighted by officers. 
When the shell smoke cleared away 
only a. few of the Germans were in 
evidence. 

No German tanks were encountered 


following .the bombardment of the: 
Brieulles region, although previously. 
the enemy had a number of these ma- 
chines. in action. 

Additional prisoners have been 
taken by the Americans. 

South of the Meuse. the Americans 
captured a large quantity of German 
ammunition and supplies. There 
were German supply, stations of va- 
rious kinds in the region ,of Danne- 
voux from which the enemy was un- 
able to withdraw his material because 
of the fire from American long-range 
guns, which nthe he range of . the 
bridges across euse. 

At intervals during the day Ger- 
man aviators attacked Americans in 
this sector with their machine guns, 
but were driven off by the anti-air- 
craft forces moving with the infantry. 

In three days more than sixty enemy 
airplanes have _been brought down. 
The American loss in that period was 
less than twenty machines. 

American engineers are busy close 
behind the advanced line. repairing

- for the movement of artillery and 
pte ah trains. 

The congested conditions necessarily - 
incident to a rapid advance have been 
relieved rapidly in the last twelve 
hours. —.. 

With their backs to the outer edge 
of the Kriemhilde line, the Germans 
are fighting desperately in an en- 
deavor to bring the American advance 
to a definite halt, ‘The Germans are 
increasing the volume of their fire and 
indicating anew their determination to 
resist to the utmost. They are de- 
pending upon machine-gun fire at 
every advanced point in their effort to 
check thie Aniericans.

The Germans apparently made a 
desperate effort to withdraw the heavy 
artillery captured by the Americans 
in the region of Dannevoux, but. the 
American artillery had severed the 
German lines of communication. In 
Dannevoux the Americans captured 
the personal baggage of three German } 
regiments. 

One detachment of engineers south 
of Mortfaucon, being hampered in 
their work, dropped their tools long 
enough to clean out a German ma- 
chine-gun; nest. The gunners who 
were not killed. were captured by the 
Americans. 

German prisoners counted up to 
noon Friday by one corps alone-num- 
bered more than 3,000. . One division 
took more than 1,100 of the total and 
reported, that it had several hundred 
more. - The: prisoners-include..a large 
number of Prussian Guards. A ma- 
jority of them expressed pleasure that 
the war had ended for them.

The: New York County Chapter of the 
American Red Cross will begin tomor- 
tow the collection of 500 tons of clothing 
for dccupied Belgium and France. The 
campaign will open with virtually all 
wholesale and retail houses co-operat- 
ing,’ the-laundrymbn receiving contribu- 


and shoe salesmen making appeals for 
cast-off shoes. Hotels, too, will appeal 
to their guests to leave their surplus 
clothing at the hotel collecting stations. 

Aside from the clothing which the Red 
Cross hopes to get from thé public, it 
expects to receive tons of material from 
dealers and manufacturers of clothing.

10 ORNAMENT THE 
CHRISTMAS TREE 


Tinsel and. Bio Clans beak 
tions of the Kind Now Made 
Here in Quantity. 








Great progress has been made during 
the last year in the manufacture of 
tinsel and blown glass Christmas tree 
decorations in this country. And. this 
step forward is considered all the more 
noteworthy because of the many, and in 
some cases quite sérious, handicaps 
under which manufacturers have had'to' 
work in that period. The shortdge of : 


porting raw materials as well as finished 
products. were serious matters in all 
industries, but in one which cannot 
really be termed essential these ques- 
tions assumed menacing proportions. 
Previously supplying only a - very 
limited percentage of the great quan- 
tities of blown glass and tinsel tree | 
decorations | used: in this country during 
the holidays, domestic . manufacturers 
this year will furnish practically all of 
the goods of this sort ordinarily needed 
at Christmas time. “There are still some 
retailers seeking further supplies for 
| the coming season, although the market 
! is pretty well sold out, but it is not ex- 
pected ‘that anything like the. general 
| and acute shortage of ornaments which 
developed last year will be duplicated 
this Fall. Most retail merchants have 
their full requirements booked, and 
|many of them have already had ship- 
‘ment on the major portion of their 
orders. There is every reason, therefore, 
to believe that the consuming public 
will not go wanting when Santa Claus 
appears this year. 

There is, however, a dearth of cer- 
tain fancy. novelties such as formerty 
were imported from Europe, which as 
yet domestic manufacturers have not 
been able for various reasons to dupll- 
cate in substantial quantities. Among 
these are fancy glass balls blown into 
the’ various fruit shapes, dolls, Santa 
Clauses and other odd modelings.. It 
was explained by a prominent authority 
in the trade in this city that one of 
the reasons for the lack of a more gen- 
eral success in this direction is to be 
found in the quality of most of the 
glass obtainable in. this country. 

‘Very little. of the glass we get 
here,’ he said, ‘‘is sufficiently elastic 
to be blown into these odd shapes con- 
taining rather severe angles. Our glass 
is somewhat brittle, even the best of 
it, and there is an unprofitably high 
percentage of breakage when the more 
extreme fancy shapes are attempted. 
There is, however, a little glass or 
nearly the proper quality to be haa 
here, and there are a few manufactur- 
ers who are fortunate enough ‘to have 
help sufficiently skilled to work this 
glass up properly. When the right 
firm and the right materials get to- 
gether the resulting products are ex- 
cellent, but they are yet too small in 
number to be taken as the standard of 
this country’s production. ; 

‘* But there is a large variety.of so- 
called irregular shapes and twisted balis. 
being made here which equal, if they do 
not surpass, anything of the kind which 
was ever imported from the other side. 
Though it always used to be necessary 
for manufacturers of tinsel tree orna- 
ments to purchase from. Europe _ the 
blown glass shapes on which they 
draped their tinsel, it is now’ possible, 
through the progress made by American 
glassblowers, «to obtain many shapes 
suitable for this purpose right in this 
country. There is perhaps not yet the 
great variety of fantastic models pro- 
duced here which formerly were im 
ported, but a big step has been made in 
the right direction, and it augurs: well 
for future progress along these lines. 

** Quite a few American manufacturers 
also have. met with considerable success 
in the production of blown glass orna- 
ments with what is known as the sanded 
glass finish. It is obtained by first 
coloring the article to be thus treated 
in the desired shades, then lacquering 
them. While the lacquer is still wet, 
powdered or very fine ground glass is 
sprinkled lightly over them. This, when 
properly done, produces the rich, soft 
lustre of velvet, and glistens, when the 
light strikes it, through what seems -to 
be an outer dullness. 

‘“‘The great difficulties which manu- 
facturers had last year in the matter of 
dyestuffs seem now to have been almost 
entirely overcome, with the single excep- 
tion of fire red. It still appears to be 
almost impossible for us to turn outa 
fire-red ball which is entirely satisfying, 
although last year’s abortive reds are 
considerably improved on. There re- 
mains, however, a quite perceptible 
brownish tint in the average run of fire- 
red balls of domestic make, and it is not 
entirely done away with even in the very 
best of our products. This blemishing 
tint will have to be completely elimi- 
nated before we can truly say that we 
manufacture fire-red glass balls in this 
country. 

** Prices in tree ornaments, as in prac- 
tically all other lines, have advanced 
during the year, though proportionately 
not’ nearly as much as have. other 
things. As compared with the cost of 
Euregpean goods before the war started 
in. 1914 and made under normal condi- 
tions, the present prices of our domestic 
ornaments are up not more than 100 per 
cent. This is not so much when it is 
remembered tbat goods made in this 
country prior to 1914 usually were much 
higher priced than the Huropean goods. 

“There are some Japanese tree deco- 
rations available in this country at 
prices somewhat lower than-those of our 
own products, but their quatity is also 
lower, and their quantity is to the coun- 
‘try's needs only asa drop in the bucket. 
It is not possible to’ figure just what per- 
centage of increase there has been in our 


domestic production of blown-glass orna- 
ments, but from a very limited and more 
or less inferior output it has grown 
enough to care for the needs of. the 
whole country, and the industry no i 
er needs to apologize for the quality of 
its products.”’

BIG PHOSPHATE DEPOSITS. 


Formerly German Owned, but Now 
in Possession of British. 


Australia and New Zealand may soon 
own the most valuable phosphate de- 
posits in the world if a movement that 
has been started with this end in view 
is favored by the British Government. 
These deposits were formerly owned by 
Germany, but were taken over by Great 
Britain following the outbreak of the 
war. They are located on Nauru (Pleas- 
ant) Island and Ocean Island, which, in 
turn, are Tédated About fiitt Wily between 
the Marshall and Soldmon Islands, north- 
west of New Zealand. In a report to 
the Department of Commerce, Consul 
General A. A. Winslow, who is_at Auck- 
land, says of them: 

“The islands, of coral formation, have 
for ages been the rookeries of sea birds, 
which ‘have deposited guano that has 
gnpregnated the limestone, forming phos- 
phate rock forty feet in depth. The 
quantity of phosphate available is esti- 
mated at 500,000,000 tons, and as: fer- 
tilizer is said to rival the famous nitrate 
fields of Chile. This phosphate pos- 
sesses 85 per cent. of manurial value, as 
against about 27 per cent. for the best 
English phosphate, according to a state- 
ment in The New Zealand Dairyman.,”’ 


Fancy Vests for Men. 

There has been a fair demand this 
Fall for fancy vests for men, according 
to reports from authorities in the men’s 
wear trade, though it is not on the scale 
of former years. In all lines of men’s 
clothes there is more conservatism now 
that the country is. at war, and this 
tendency is no less. noticeable in. these 


vests: There are models with anywhere 
from one to five buttons, some of them 
cut very low in front, but as a rule the 
materials are not of too striking a color. 
Black: velvet is quite a little, and 
there are other materiais in a variety of 
colors; such as tan, gray, white, and 
dark blue. Olive drab vests are oO 
quite conspicuous in this trade.

inquiries from Europe. Tsatlees are 
quiet, but tussahs have advanced con- 
siderably. in price. Théy are now be- 
ing held around $3.90 @ pound, ‘asa re- 
sult of large American buying. 

The Italian market is unchanged, both 
as to demand and prices. In the local 
market business quieted down somewhat 
in the last. week.

The outlook, however, is: good, and 
manufacturers expect a large Spring 
season. 


Fall Business Looking Up. 
Fall business in the department stores 
of this city has gone far beyond what 
was generally expected, and in many 
instances exceeds the volume of sales 
for this same period last year. It is 


thought that one big factor in stimulat- 


ing Fall trade over the counter earlier 
than usual this year is the extraordi- 
narily cool weather which has held 
throughout most of this month,. Then, 
too, there is a feeling among people gen- 
erally, and it is said to be partly justi- 
fied, that certain kinds of merchandise 
are not overplentiful, and that as sup- 
plies become depleted prices ‘will ad- 
vance. Quite a few are apparently try- 
ing ‘to anticipate such a contingency by 
buying early. Returns during the month 
have been remarkably low for the vol- 
ume of business done, and the carrying 
home of small packages has become 
quite general. 


Good Glove Trade On.

There‘are some buyers in 
town, and some orders.are being placed, 
both for Winter and for Spring silks, 
but most merchants seem to be simply 
looking around and waiting. Prices are 
holding firm, and it is not unlikely that 
soon after active buying sets in again 
further price advances will be put in 
force.. Mill production is causing the 
most serious concern just now to. buyers 
and sellers e. Deliveries are still 
being fairly well maintained, but no sur- 
plus .is, accumulating, and. customers 
with goods still to be delivered cannot

In consequence, 
Eternal was carving his way. to fame 
on Thursday by a one-sided victory in 
the Oakdale Handicap instead of racing 
to a decision with the gelding that was 
rightly placed at the head of the .divis- 
ion by his sterling performances at Sa- 
ratoga. ; 

Eternal’s latest victory, though gained 
with the greatest ease, has lattle bear- 
ing on the outcome of the proposed spe- 
cial race except to prove that he can 
show his speed on a muddy track and 
can handle weight. The latter quality 
counts for little in the: coming en- 
counter, as the youngsters will be bur- 
dened with only 122 pounds,.the regula- 
tion weight for events exclusively for 


two-year-olds. Besides this, Billy Kelly 
has shown on many occasions that weight 
has no terror for him. He has twice 
carried 135 pounds to victory, and when 
beaten on one occasion with 133 pounds 
in the saddle it was generally admitted 
that his defeat was due to poor handling 
in being rushed to the front to make the 
pace for the lightweights behind him. 

Since he came back to New York 
with the credit of winning the Hopeful 
Stakes, the richest two-year-old event 
of the season, Eternal has gained many 
friends. He has raced twice at Aque- 
duct and each time’has won in imopres- 
sive manner. There seems, however, @

In_ the opeful Eternal proved that 
so. far as he was concernea@ the run- 
ning of the United States Hotel Stakes 
was untrue, but nothing has. happened 
since to prove that he would have been 
victorious if he’ had had a clear path. 
For. both Billy Kelly, who won, and 
Dunboyne, which finished second, have 
gone on to greater things.: It is no‘e- 
worthy also that neither of these young- 
sters was engaged in the Hopeful when 
Eternal first began to impress race- 
goers with his quality.

“‘Hardly. .I use common sense, that’s 
all. Of course the fact that no two 
horses are alike calls for the exercise of 
judgment. I try to.give my horses the 
same sort of attention that a physician 
gives his: patients. If you keep a horse 
normal and well he is bound to respond 
to training. There is no secret about my 
methods. I use perhaps more cooked 
feed than most trainers. Every night, 
‘unless they are to race the next day, 
every member of my stable has a sup- 
ply of cooked oats with a little corn. 
This is mixed with bran. 

“I am a believer in hay, and Keep 
three kinds before my horses all the 
time. I like California hay, alfalfa and 
mixed clover and timothy. A good hay 
eater is usually a good racehorse, just as 
most men who are big eaters of bread 
are healthy and able to do a good day’s 
work. All animals must have a certain 
amount of roughage if perfect health is 
to be maintained. Always.there is water 
where a horse may have’as much as he 
wants. 

‘“‘Another thing,’’ resumed the expert 
horseman, ‘‘ which I think has con- 
tributed to the condition of my -horses 
is the fact that Winter and Summer 
there are no doors on the stables. I 
want all the air I can get to reach m 
horses. They are clothed, of course. ¥ 
use three or four light blankets in pref- 
erence to one heavy one, and these are 
put on and taken off according to the 
temperature; 

‘* Particular attention is paid to their 
feet. Many_years ago in Colorado when 
I was in. the livery business I had a 
couple -of tight boxes with mud and 
water in them, and TI noticed when the 
horses were turned out to water they 
fought. to get into these stalls. Nature 
is. our teacher in these things. What 
kept the feet of the wild horse perfect? 
He had to mush around in the soil every 
time he’ went to drink, and it is reason- 
able to say that this was several times 
a day. e answer is the fine feet you 
see on all horses which run the range 
or are ina wild state. Keep the foot as 
near nature as praanne and the problem 
is solved. The frog should never be per- 
mitted to get hard under: any circum- 
stances.”’ §

Roamer Carries Top Weight to Front 
Until Last. Furlong, . but 
Weakens and ‘Is Third. 


‘John Sanford’s George Smith: yester- 
day ran back to the form which enabled 
him to win the Kentucky. Derby of 1916, 
and in @ brilliant stretch run .captured 
the Mdgemere Handicap at a mile anda 
furlong, which was"the feature’ of the 


| closing day of the Aqueduct Fall. meet- 


ing. ‘The event brought out the best 
field of handicap performers that has 
been seen in competition since the thor- 
oughbreds returned from Saratoga, and 
of the fine starters, Daddy’s Choice was 
the only-one not seriously considered as 
having a chance to win. 

There was great interest in the handi- 
cap as it marked the first public appear- 
ance of Roamer.on a New York track 
since Andrew Miller’s old gelding estab- 
lished the wonderful mark of 1:34 4-5 
for a mile at Saratoga. - Roamer had 
been indulged with a rest after his long 
campaign that enabled him to shatter 
the world’s record, but even under these 
conditions his admirers expected him to 
show something. worth while in the 
handicap, even though burdened with 
the top weight of 130 pounds. 

As usual, Roamer ran close to his best 
form, but evidently was not quite keyed 
up for a race in which he was asked to 
do'so much. Roamer raced out in the 
lead with Daddy’s Choice, fought off for 
a long time the challenge of War Cloud, 
and, after leading until a furlong from 


home, weakened under the weight when 
George Smith swept by with a rush that 
would not be denied. 

With . Geor Smith .a sure winner 
there was still a contest of even more 
interest for the place, for Roamer .and 
War Cloud came thundering through the 
last sixteenth together. It was the 
superlative riding of Loftus‘that enabled 
War Cloud to take the place by a nose 
from the aged champion. 


Roamer Attracts Crowd. 


Everything combined to make the last 
day of the meeting by far the best and 
many’ untoward happenings were for- 
gotten or. forgiven by the enthusiastic 
crowd that reveled in the fine sport. The 


very fact that Roamer was scheduled 
to appear attracted extra hundreds to 
the course and the fondness of the race- 
goers for this sturdy thoroughbred was 
evidenced in the warming up for the 
handicap. As he cantered sedately 
through the stretch Roamer was picked 
out by many in the throng and @ spon- 
taneous cheer was ven as a supple- 
mentary tribute to the ovation the rec- 
ord breaker ‘received at the Spa. 

‘There were murmurs of admiration for 
George Smith as this handsome racer 
went through his nena aga gallop, 
but.they were only murmurs due to. his 
wonderful conformation and silky coat 
that indicated the acme of fitness: for 
the stru gle. George Smith has looked 
every. whit as beautiful on many oc- 
casions only to disappoint and though 
he was favorite for the handicap’ he had 
to await the result before receiving 
recognition from the critical. crowd, 

The handicap, fine contest through it 
was until George Smith made. his spec- 
tacular..finish, .was: tame as a finish 
when compared with some of the minor 
events on the program. Three of these 
brought out’ nose finishes, which kept 
the spectators in a fever of excitement 
until the winning numbers were dis- 
played. The steeplechase also was a 
stirring contest, with . L. .Pratt’s 
Trumpator showing a brilliant flash of 
speed onthe flat, to win by three 
lengths from W. R. Coe’s Bet. 

George Smith; on the strength of re- 
cent fast trials,:- was always in demand 
in .the speculation on e handicap, 
with Roamer and War Cloud equal sec- 
ond choices and James Butler’s Spur 
well supportetd at 4 to 1. Mr. Butler 
has first call-on the services of Schut- 
tinger,. the regular jockey for Roamer, 
but. Andrew Miller’s champion was in 
the good hands of Robinson and thus 
was sure of a capable ride. Loftus on 
War Cloud and Lyke on George Smith 
made the riding talent in ‘the event ar-

Reamer Away in Frent. 


That Roamer was not quite himself 
was indicated when after a good break 
Robinson had to whip the gelding be- 
fore he ‘would extend himself. It was 
only a few strides before Roamer was 


made to realize that he was in a race, 
and there was a cry of delight when né 
shot out to take the lead at the end of 
the first sixteenth. ‘Callahan on Dady’s 
Choice was he only one to worry Roam- 
er as he racéd smoothly along the back 
stretch. 

The fight for the lead ‘was only 
temporary, ‘as in less; than a furlong 
Roamer was clearly in the van. He 
had a length on Daddy’s Choice at the

THE TRUE LOAN APPEAL. 


Love of country is as much beyond 
financial basis or estimate as love be- 
tween parents and children. Women are 
sending to the front their sons and hus- 
bands by millions at the time that the 
country is asking for a few billions to 
support them in the trenches. The ap- 
peal for the loan should not be put on a 
financial basis for the most part, but on 
the ground of such sentiments as are 
the truer basis of the loan for liberty, 
for the world’s democracy. © Not the im- 
mensity of the burden but delight in the 
ability to make the sacrifice should be 
put to the fore.’ In fact, the burden is 
small, and the readiness to take it up 
grows with the appeal. Unless all signs 
fail, the six billions.now asked for will 
be furnished more easily than the two 
billions asked at first. The larger 
loan is asked to be subscribed within a 
shorter time, but there ought to be a 
record of oversubscription within days 
instead of weeks. It is announced that 
double the amount of the First. Loan 
has been subscribed in anticipation of 
the issue of the Fourth Loan, and that 
the issue of Treasury certificates offered 


‘on Thursday was ovérsubscribed $25,- 


216,000. An oversubscription of ithe en- 
tire loan on the first week’s record would 
be a good match for such smashing blows

Army as ‘our “doughhoys” are striking 
“ over there.” Taking of the loan within 
the fixed period .would be sitiply per- 
formance of duty, @ mere response to an 
investment offering; and ndét a true an- 
swer to the question how much the lovers 
of liberty and democracy will give to re- 
deem it from the attacks of autocracy. 
Never should there be a proposal of 
a loan without the assurance of the 
provision of the means of.payment. The 
foundation of loyalty is confidence in 
the national faith, and the ease, almost 
eagerness, with which: the taxes: for this 
war are paid is the soundest of pledges, 
if pledges are needed; that the Liberty 
Loans are rather laying up earthly treas- 
ures than making ‘such sacrifices as 
patriots delight to make if necéssary. 


Suppose that either the loans or taxes. 


are more than all the money in the 
country. The war isnot fought with 
currency, and it would be well spent if 
it were. Suppose that already this war 
is costing us more than the civil war 
cost both sides for moré. years than this 
country will need to support its allies 
against the barbarians. 
larger, and this country has grown as 
much as the stake. It is an exaggeration 
to say that our war taxes are 4 per cent. 
of our natural wealth, and it is as un-. 
true in theory as in fact. The war costs 
are not part of our wealth at all. They 
are part_of.our income, of our produc- 


.tion, and a small part. Théy are even 


a part only of our war profits: Three 
or four of our leading crops would--pay 
all our war costs, either in loans or 
taxes, and the capacity to grow more 
crops’ would be increased rather than 
diminished. Our taxes are spent as fast 
as they are raised, or even before they 
are raised, and they are sources of profit 
under the conditions of ‘this war. With- 
out our loans and taxes the country 
could not have conducted a foreign trade 
which gave us a credit. balance of ten 
billions for the first four years of. the 
war, or more than in all thirty-three 
years preceding the war. During’: this 
year the net national income, or supply of 
capital, has tripled to eighteen billions. 
We shall have wasted ‘our labor if we 
do not smash the Huns, but, as the case 
stands, we have increased-.our wealth 
during the war more than our loans and 
taxes have reduced it. 

The record is referred to not for put- 


ting up, a sordid plea for war or loans 


or taxes. Not for an instant would 
Americans make war for profits. But, 
the profits having been made, shame 
would compel us to reinvest them in such 
a cause. When we are asked for eight 
billions taxes, or a six-billion loan, the 
real question is ,whether we love our 
country and liberty for the world to that 
and 
in a way it is offensive to appraisé it 
in cash. .But finance cannot be entirely 
divorced from such topics as loans and 
. . England has inereased its in- 
com@ tax ninefold in the cause of de-

mocracy. England loves liberty to that 
extent—do Americans? Do we love liber~ 
ty enough to make our loan subscription 
equal to our payments for automobiles? 
If any States dislike the question, it 
would be easy to name those which: pre- 
fer the wastes in the price and upkeep 
of cars to investments in liberty. -Do we 
loye liberty enough to reduce our con- 
sumption .of forty billion cigarettes a 
year? Run over the list of indistries 
which it has been necessary to place 
under official ban as nonessential and 
say whether. Americans love liberty 
enough to reduce their consumption for 
the sake of liberty. - 

It will be no exceptional credit be us 
with our $300,000,000;000 of wealth if 
we raise six billions in three weeks. It 
would delight the Kaiser. to believe that 
we are scraping the bottom of the treas- 
ure chest, which in fact is overflowing. 


‘The books ought to be closed speedily. 


It would hearten the men we are sending 
over the seas as much as it would dis- 
hearten our enemies. A loan supplied 
with the ease possible for this loan might 
even hasten the war’s end. Such a record 
would leave no doubt whether Americans 
love liberty and their country. 








TURKEY’S MISTAKE. 


There may or may not be some men 
of sense in office in Turkey. If there 
are, as they watch the swift crumbling 
of all that remained of the Turkish Em- 
pire, they must wonder at the fatuity 


which led them to throw away the friend-. 


ship of England, a defensive power, and 
place themselves under the protection of 
Germany, an offensive power. The pro- 
tection which England so long extended 


them was a disgusted and nauseated sort: 


of protection, and it was not in the least 
from any love of Turkey, but from a 
fear of the Czar. It did not aggrandize 
Turkey in any way; it merely saved her 
from extinction at the hands of Russian 
rulers who were determined to act in the 
spirit of the bogus “will of PETER the 
Great.” England’s policy was always 
defensive. Germany coaxed Turkey into 
an alliance to conquer. the world, and 
now Turkey lies in ruins. 

.The statesmanship of the Young Turks 
is a wretched thing, even in comparison 
with that of the rulers they overthrow. 
They could not have realized Turkey’s 
real position in the world. It was with 


| Turkey a question whether she should 


be allowed to live or not. The Young 
Turks did not understand this, and em- 
barked on a policy of extension, designed 
to raise themselves to power among the 
nations under Germany’s aegis. They 
have been’ in Europe for over four 
centumes and a half. Europe has not 
enjoyed their company at- any moment 
in that time. 
of Europe,* bag and: “baggage.” 
Young Turks have brought their country 
to such a pass that, if that order were 
repeated, there would be no place for 
them to go. When it was first uttered 
they had a place to go, in Asia; a place 
reaching from Syria to Mesopotamia. 
How much of that will be left to her? 

When Russia emerged from barbarism 
and began to have a policy, she aimed 
primarily at a seacoast, which she did 
not have, being cooped up as completely 
as Switzerland; and she lusted after 
Constantinople. She got some seacoast 
by robbing Sweden, which then was nct 
only a peninsular but a continental Power, 
and possessed of what are now called the 
Baltic Provinces; but she wanted warm 
water, andin thecentury and a half during 
which she was advancing in all directions 
she tore away large pieces of Turkey. 
It was this and her advance toward India 
which frightened England, and that na- 
tion Aesolved that ‘at all costs, even the 
eost of protecting the Turk, Russia 
should not- get Constantinople. 

Czar NicHoLas I. had the same inno- 
cent belief that all his neighbors were 


as bad as himself which possesses Ger-. 


many ‘today. In this belief, he un- 
bosomed himself to the British Minister: 
“We have on our hands a sick man, a 
“very sick man; ‘it will be a great mis- 
“ fortune if one of these days he should 
“slip away from us before the necessary 
“arrangements have been made.” And 
he proposed that England and Russia 
should. carve up Turkey in a friendly 
and generous spirit toward each other. 
It never occurred to him that England 
might be animated by a spirit of honesty, 
that his proposal could not be accepted 
The English Goyern- 
ment replied that it had no desire to take 
any territory from Turkey.-In the words 
of JUSTIN McCarTuy: 


NICHOLAS was as much disappointed 
as an honest highwayman of the days 
of Captain Macheath might have been 
who,, on making a handsome offer of a 
share of a new enterprise to a trusted 
and familiar ‘‘ pal,’’ finds that the . 
latter is taken with a fit of virtuous 
indignation and is hurrying off to Bow 
Street to tell the whole story. 

Thus possessed of Russia’s intentions 
toward Turkey, England, in self-defense, 
took up the protection of that interna- 
tional vagabond. She was so thoroughly 
alarmed that she made the greatest mis- 
take of. the century at. Berlin in 1878. 
The oppressed States of the Balkans had 
been throwing ‘off the Turkish yoke and 
new nations were emerging in the Bal- 
kans. Russia took up, their cause and 
attacked and defeated Turkey; and at 
San Stefano she made.a treaty which 
would have created fairly large and 
powerful States, along race lines. But 
DISRAELI, then at the head of the Gov- 
ernment, and possessed by the idea that 
anything Russia’ proposed must be dan-:

gerous. succeeded at the Congress. of 
Berlin in having this treaty thrown out, 


| and for it. was substituted a miserable 


patchwork which: arbitrarily ‘cut the 
Balkan States into unnatural shapes and 
prepared the way for perpetual ferment 
in the Balkans. ~, 

With this the menace to Turkey’s.ex- 
istence from the gteat Powers came to 
an end. If shé had been willing to’con- 
tinué unnoticed, she might have scraped 
along, except for such dangers as she 
encountered from her Balkan neighbors, 
and even these dangers would be curbed. 


—as was shown in 1913—by the Powers. 


Then came along Young Turkdom,: not 
satisfied with this obscure existence, and 
hunting up a military and aggressive 
Power to annex itself to. It found such 
a Power in Germany,and embarked gayly 
on the first war to which Germany sum- 
moned it. Now, with Mesopotamia, 
Palestine, and Arabia lost, and collapse 
imminent in her whole Asiatic Empire, 
perhaps Turkey can see her mistake. 








-REFORM TALK IN GERMANY. 


At the beginning of last week GrorcG 
BERNHARD, the political editor of the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, was crying for a new 
system of government in Germany; 
there must be a regular system into 
which all parties must come.‘ Various 
other voices were put forth, as they al- 
ways are when the German military po- 
sition: grows worse or desperate, for 
responsible parliamentary government. 
The Social Democr&tic Deputies to the 
Reichstag, part of whose professional 
“patter ” it is to pretend a zeal for par- 
liamentary government, passed a series 
of resolutions, a program of dupery. 
They -want to “ democratize” the -Gov- 
ernment. With such singular innocence 
do Germans of all parties—and they are 
all substantially alike, unreal, dishonest, 
agents of the military caste and the 


‘bureaucracy, whether they work openly 


for or agairist them—seek to gull the 
outside world and gull’ themselves. 

It is only the shadow of parliamentary 
government that the patricians who 
framed up the German Constitution 
granted. BISMARCK knew what he was 
about when he let: the Reichstag be 
elected by universal suffrage, “the most 

“ powerful ingredient known to the lib- 
“erty mongers.” What difference does 
it make how: the Reichstag is elected? 
The, power is not there. In German 
constitutional theory. and’ practice leg- 
islation proceeds from the Executive, the 
Sovereign. It is made by the Bundes- 
rat, the Federal Council, composed of 
sixty-one members, representatives not of 
the ‘people but of the dynasties of: the 
several States of the Empire. It is pro- 


posed and licked into shape in ‘secret | 


session, under, the direction-ef Ministers 
init ‘Pand- responsible to the * 

‘aisefi An: theory. the ‘Reichstag, -thé 
Imperial Diet, may start to legislate ‘on 
its own hook. Sometimes it does, but the 
great’ policies. of government do not orig- 
inate there....Matters of taxation, the 
elementary and indispensable prerogative 
of a lower house that is anything more 
than a name,; legislation as to foreign 
affairs, the army’ and navy, administra- 
tive questions, ¢ome ready made from 
the Bundesrat to the Reichstag. 

That body can give its opinion about 
them, can change them in committee, can 
accept or throw them out; by rejecting 
altogether a bill may compel the Gov- 
ernment to take a new tack. The Gov- 
ernment can usually keep control by an 
amalgamation, a “ block” of parties. 
a dissolution of the, Diet is expedient or 
necessary, the Government cari go to the 
country. Many members may lose their 
seats at the election. However it turns 
out, the Federal Ministry, the Imperial 
Chancellor, who is Prime. Minister of 
Prussia also, can’t be driven out of 
power until his master wills it. The 
German system is dynastic government 
under parliamentary forms. Call the 
Bundesrat the House of the Dynasties, 
say that the Reichstag, instead of being 
a real legislative body, possesses to some 
extent the power of veto. And, remem- 
ber that such power of originating leg- 
islation as the Reichstag has is rather a 
faint potentiality, dependent. upon the 
good pleasure of the Ministry, which 
cannot ‘forced to: take the Reichstag 
projects into the Bundesrat. 

In the Bundesrat Prussia is the mas- 
ter. To the Kaiser the Chancellor and 
the Ministers are responsible. If. it 
hasn’t been taken away in the recent 
progress of art and scarcity of metal in 
Berlin, the statue of BISMARCK. is still 
the ironical warder of the palace where 
sits that “ debating club” which, because 
no alteration of taxes can be made save 
by approval of the Government, can 
drone.and debate and.do no more. 

Before the war it used to be said that 
the Social Democrats, who had always 
been preaching political reform.as.a con- 
dition precedent of the: social revolution, 
would bring about responsible govern- 


f ment, freedom of the press, and all that. 


In 1890 they cast 1,127,300 votes and had 
85 Reichstag seats. In 1912 they cast 
4,250,329 votes and got:110 seats in the 
Reichstag. With them is’ the future, 
said the innocent democratic world of 
those days, not knowing Germany. It 
knows Germany now. It knows the 
Socialists. Of course, a goodly number 
of the Socialist voters of 1912 were not 
Socialists, but. protestants against the 
Government’s wabbling foreign. policy. 
They wanted to change the policy, not 
the Government. As for the Socialists, 
ever since 1906 their opposition had been 
more and more a veiled support. The

Reichstag as in 
the press. Now home opinion, now for- 
eign opinion, is to be created. ‘The Ger- 
mans don’t care for liberty, as we under- 
stand it. They have no real interest in 
parliamentary government. -They simu- 


deceive the Allies. They believe in force 
and money. Only when they. are scared 
to death do they pretend to yearn for 
political reform. 








A MORAL SUBSTITUTE. 


Mr. SIMEON STRUNSKY, the laughing 
philosopher, has lately drawn an engag- 
ing picture of the new. Utopia which is 
being’ imposed upon our.’ unprepared 
generation by means of riders to the 
Food Stimulation bill and kindred proc- 
esses. “ Liquor,” he says, “is going out 
“as woman suffrage is coming in. 
“* * *- With the passing of the saloons 
“ there will be increased male attendance 
“in the homes. In those homes man will 
“ find not only a woman and the mother 
“of his children, but a fellow-citizen, a 
“ fellow-reader of the war news, and a 
“ fellow-being. whose tastes in recreation 
“must be taken into account.” 

If all homes were comfortable. and all 
husbands agreeable, this Utopia would 
run smoothly and according to schedule; 
but it is a condition which confronts ‘us, . 
not a theory. Many a home will doubt- 
less be the better for the attendance, 
albeit enforced, of the husband who now 
whiles away his evenings at the bar;

These things were possible for the rea- 
gon that the two nations mentioned not 
only had the men, but also because both 

Britons and Americans were of so high 

“am average of physical perfection that 
they could easily raise that much man- 
, power. 

,Above everything else, man-power js 
the dominating factor of interest in the 
military situation today. For the first 
time since 1914 the Allies have the bet- 
-tér of the man-power situation, and the 
result has been seen since July 18 from 
the River Lys to Moselle, where the 
First American Field Army stands only 
separated by that stream from German 
soll. On Sept. 10 it was announced in 
Weashington that “ seven enemy divi- 
sions on the western front had been dis- 
banded entirely for lack. of men.’’ And 
three days later our victory at St. 
Mihiel showéd conclusively that, in spite 
ot her interior lines of communication, 
Germany could bring ho men up to de- 
fend that salient, since she had none to 
spare. In fact, it seems to be very well 
established that the German General 
fitaff left the Austrian troops at St. 
Mihiel to cover the retreat of the Ger- 
Mans. : 

In view of all this, it is not easy to 
winderstand the array of the Central 
Powers’ man-power statistics recently 
published by André Chéradame. To re- 
duce his articles to the essential facts, 
he gives “‘the present mobilized forces 
of Germany—mobilized on the basis of

1918, about 11,000,000 men.” Now, our

SHOW YOUR LOYALTY. ~ 


The Times Call for a Vigorous Ex- 
pression of Patriotism. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ‘ 
It is time for plain speech. In a 
great emergency, under abnormal condi- 
tions, when everybody is aroused who is 
at all awake, when community issues 
are imperiled and the world's peace is 
at stake; for a healthy’ man to«sit at 
home and read about it, then express 
no opinion, take no part, décline to 
help, escape ‘sacrifice, sit with a muz- 
zled mouth, and show lack of sympathy 
with. efforts to overcome evil, shows 
something sadly wrong inside which 
makes all wrong outside. 
For a preacher these days never to 
mention the subject of war in @ ser- 
mon {is little short of showing sympathy 
with our enemies. No matter what you 
call such, pacifist, socialist, I. W. W., 
Sinn Feiner, or ‘merely queer, a lock- 
jawed citizen, in such emergency is la- 
mentably short on patriotism. Even a 
German, not now outspokenly loyal to 
America, is notably ungermane to good- 
ness. 
We scorn strafing. We denounce ha- 
tred of persons. We hate nobody. We 
pray for them which despitefully use 
us. But we know whom we love and 
what we loathe. 
We loye our enemies too much to 
stand by, see them deliberately go 
the devil and do nothing to th 
them. We are not versus foreigners, 
but versus fiends. We know culture 
too well to be deceived by its camou- 
flage. To exploit a country to which 
our fathers or we have fled for im- 
proved conditions and protection, to 
suck existence frém an alma mater and 
then decline to love her enough to be 
loyal, is comparable to the inhuman 
monstrosity of seething a kid in its 
mother’s milk: 
The children of George Washington 
must be with him. 
coln must be loyal. To advance Ameri- 
can loyalty is the duty of the héour. To 
say nothing and ‘do nothing just now to 
save the world from impending ruin and 
conserve civilization is to bé particeps 
criminis. 

As a vetéran of a foreign war, a 
preacher of the Gospel for more than 
forty years, and a citizen of my be- 
loved country, I counsel at this time an 
unfettered mind, an open countenance, 
a cheerful outlook, a confident atti- 
tude, an outspoken loyalty, a readiness 
to assist, an indisposition to criticise, a 
refusal to whine, a. Willingness to do 
without, and an alacrity to give. 

These times demand loyalty. One 
cannot be loyal and be luxurious. He 
may be getting rich. Some cannot help 
it. But a clean man will not profiteer, 
nor be in any way extravagant. 

Patriotism need not be petty, but it 
must be unalloyed. At a time whén 
some thousand professors and teachers 
have lost vocation and suffer loss of a 
lifetime devotion to special pursuits in 
learning through others’ monstrosity it 
is no wonder that we dislike a language 
cognate to our own axd regard as dis- 
tasteful a music we know to be good. 
At West Point they tell you that refor- 
mation of a Iiar is hopeless. Heaven 
cannot be without honer. Permanent 
peace is not procured under conditions 
now confronting us by palaver. 

It is time to think straight, speak 
with no uncertain sound, and fight with 
force for a lasting peace.. Outspokenly 
Americans must stand for truth and 
right. _Unmistakenly* they must oppose 

falsehood and wrong. Some of our

What Feeling Do we ae Weacwe the Ger- 
man People? 


To the Beier of ‘The New York Times: 

The communication signed “ R. L. 8.,”’ 
Sept. 22, dealing with what M. Lavisse 
has to say about Germany in the hearts 
éf school children, is much to the point, 
But it has a far wider application than 
school jidren. It raises a question 
which, consciously or unconsciously, is 
at this moment being asked by every 
American, parents, guardians, and 
grandsires,. as well as children. On the 
sort of answer given to this question 
depends in great measure the quality 
of justice as well as we quality of mercy 
which shall be granted to Germany and 
her Turkish. and Austrian allies at the 
council table of the Allies. All temper- 
ing of justice by mercy at that time and 
place will spell the opportunity for pre- 
cisely such mercilessness in the future 
as Germany has been for four years, 
and still is, deluging upon this stricken 
world. 

It is precisely this sort of tempering 
which is the aim, open or secret, of 
all the present moment pro, though 
silent, Germans, pacifists, and Bolshe- 
viki. They cloak their aim, and all their 
labors to attain it, in the sheep’s cloth- 
ing of an entirely spurious Christianity, 
the essence of which consists solely in 
hating haté and haters, and in a most 
touching denunciation of hate. In the 
face of what Germany had done down 
to the eve of our entrance into the war, 
and now, again, when the dawn of vic- 
tory is beginning to break, such persons 
with their unavoidable ‘‘ better than 
thou ‘’ manner said, ‘‘ nobody shall make 
me hate Germany.’’ ‘‘ But you loathe 
what Germany has done and is doing,"’ 
I said to a distinguished member of this 
fraternity in late March, 1916. ‘‘ That is 
a very different matter,’’ came the reply. 
This difference, I maintain, is a distinc- 
tion and not a difference. 

We are facing a difficulty which arises 
over a name rather than a\reality. M. 
Lavisse, with characteristic French 
clearness of insight and expression, does 
away with this difficulty. He says that 
hate, because of its violence, is short- 
lived and that ‘‘ we owe Germany a 
more lasting feeling.”” There the arrow 
strikes the bullseye! Call this feeling 
répugnance, contempt, antipathy, strong 
aversion, disgust, loathing, what you 
will, anything but hate, but see to it 
that the feeling is lasting. See to this 
by instilling into your pypils a true 
knowledge of the acts of Germany, offi- 
cial, political, academic, economic, and 
eccelsiastical; her official orders, and 
the utterances of her statesmen, profes- 
sors, and pastors since, as well as be- 
fore she began the war. Instill into 
them with such vividness of truth as 
shall be beyond forgetting, how the Ger- 
mans have murdered, tortured, commit- 
ted rape without limit; how they have 
scattered poison and gone about, with- 


jout the shadow of military excuse, to 


destroy both pérsonal and public prop- 
erty, the essentials of every day. life, 
and works of incomparable beauty as 
well; how they have made lying and 
treachery the breath of their mouths, 
and what the precise meaning of bomb- 
ing hospitals and firing on the Red Cross 
is; finally, all of inhumanity which such 
words as Lusitania, Cavell, and scores 
similar, mean. 

Instill these facts into your own minds 
and into the. minds of all with whom 
you ¢ome in contact, old and middle- 
aged as well as the young, and there 
will be no call for labeling the resultant 
feeling. Neither need any fear be felt 
tor the enduring character of that feel- 
ing, the feeling owed by all just souls to 
Germany. To get such souls to arguing 
about the name for this feeling is a bit 
of characteristic. German method. Let 
us forthwith renounce the argument and 


bend every effort to propagating the| 


feeling which propagation consists 
wholly in disseminating broadcast the 
fullest possible knowledge of the proved 
acts of Germany and the Germans.

REAL SON OF REVOLUTION. 


Richard Nearing, Who Died In 1917 
in His Ninety-first Year. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was much interested in Mr. Walker's 
letter in your issue of Sept. 17, relative 
to living grandsons of soldiers of the 
American Revolution. I did not see the 
article in your issue of Sept. 10 referred 
to by Mr. Walker; but I am very con- 
fident that until June of last year: there 
was living in the State of New York an 
actual son of a Revolutionary soldier. 

I am Secretary of Philip Livingston 
Chapter, Sons of the Revolution, our 
local organization having over 200 mem- 
bers, resident in Albany and vicinity. 

In 1914 I learned through an article in 
@ country ‘newspaper of the existence of 
an actual son of a Revolutionary sol- 
dier, in the person of Richard Nearing, 
of Mount Vision, Otsego County, N. Y. 
After careful investigation our society 
became convinced of the authenticity of 
the records on the subject of his claims, 
and we elected him to membership in 
our society. 

He was born on June 8, 1827, being the 
son of Joseph Nearing, born June 3, 
1782, and Julia Nearing, his wife, born 
Oct. 2, 1791. “Joseph Nearing. was in 
military service in November, 1777, un- 
der Captain Bliakim Benedict, in July 
and August, 1779, under Captain Beards- 
ley, and in 1780, under Captain Phelps. 

Richard Nearing at the time he joined 
our society/ was in the enjoyment of 
fairly good health, none of his facul- 
ties being affected, save that his eye- 
sight was dim. Of course he never at- 
tended any of our meetings, but we kept 
in touch with him from time to time 
through members of his family. He 
died on June 27, 1917, in his ninety-first 
year. 

At> -one time George Washington 
Peachy, a son of a Revolutionary sol- 
dier, was a member of the California 
Society of the Sons of the Revolution. 
I am not informed as to whether he still 
lives or not. 

The roster of our, State soclety, pub- 
lished in 1909, contains the names of 
dozens of members, grandsons of Rev- 
olutionary soldiers. Of course many of 
these gentlemen may now be dead, but 
certainly re must be hundreds of 
grandsons ~of soldiers of the War for 
Independence not only living, but en- 
joying the full sogeccstars of their facul- 
ties. 

It would seem both interesting and 
profitable if any.one knowing of the ex- 
istence of living sons of Revolutionary 
soldiers would advise either the writer 
or Henry Russell Drowne,  Secre- 
tary of the State.

Tc the Editoy of The New York Times: 
We read A great deal about the present | 
and impehding labor shortage, the im- 
possibility in many instances of substi- 
tuting .women for drafted men—the 
strength of American women being more 
nervous than muscular—but. so far as I 
know, at least, we have heard nothing of 
the obvious solution: the importation of 
Chinese labor for the duration — of the 
war. 

American labor has certain cast-iron | 
rules, and one of them-is that the Uni- 
ted States is for ‘‘ white men only," 
Well and good for times of peace,. when 
there are more men than jobs, but just. 
now -we happen to.be at war, when there 
are moré jobs than ‘me It may have 
been observed that a. many cus- 
toms, hobbies, and prejudices have been 
sacrificed in all classes. War makes 
strange bedfellows, 

Not only is it to the advantage. of 
American labor that this war should be 
won as quickly as possible, but it is to 
be presumed that every red-blooded 
young man of the. working class is only 
too anxious. to shoulder a gun, and, 
quite aside from loyalty, eager to taste 
adventure for the first and possibly only 
time in his life. Why not be willing to 
let any one do. the work, so long as it 
will be done well, and there is a dis- 
tinct understanding that the importation 
of Chinamen is a mere war measure and 
in no sense a menace to thé future of 
American labor? 

The Oriental could be brought over 
under a binding contract that would 
send him back automatically to China 
as soon as the articles: of peace were 
signed. And the more we are able to 
speed up the sooner will we crash 
through to Berlin. There is nothing in 
this new peace talk. 


The Chinese are the most industrious, 
frugal and honest people in the world— 
that is the reason we shut them out— 
and no doubt we could get them on the 
same terms France has found it so 
greatly to her advantage to give them: 
eight dollars a month and the same 
amount paid to their families. It seems 
incredible, but the Chinese can live on 
a good deal less than that. Sixteen 
dollars a month means present luxury 
and a future bank account. 

If any one is ‘inclined to question the 
strength or the. thoroughness of the 
Chinaman, let me remind him that the 
western half of the Unioh Pacific Rail- 
road was laid by Chinese labor—on tea; 
and it has stood the test of time quite 
as well as the eastern half which was 
built on whisky. 

There are two other reasons for im- 
porting a million Chinese at this mo- 
ment and the first is not as attrulstta 
as it sounds. 

It is well known that it was: many 
years before the news of the war be- 
tween China and Japan penetrated to 
certain remote districts-of the Celestial 
Empire, so vast was it, sO paralyzing its 
poverty, so,meagre its sources of inter- 
communication...

compatriots. of. the wonders of civiliza- 
tions where people flash messages from 
every village to every city; which are 
vast networks of railways, highways. 
and telephone, as well as telegraphic in- 
tercommunication; and that the differ- 
ence. between. a nation slumbering with 
the ghosts .of the Ming dynasty and Oc- 
cidental countries where one may talk 
across a continent, where every hamlet 
gets the news of the day, where there 
are a thousand railways to. China’s one, 
is just. the difference between perpetual 
poverty: and infinite possibilities? 

The great danger to the world fs that 
China; discouraged, may become ° the 
dropsical tail of Japan’s kite. Now, we 
very particularly want China in the fam- 
ily of republics. Not out of mere:al- 
truism, or even any tender regard for a 
vast, unwieldy and pathetically helpless 
nation, but becatise we want democracy 
to spread as rapidly over the earth's 
surface as possible. China democratized 
would bea sort of illuminated Gibraltar, 
but China the enormous annex of a small, 
ambitious and -anti-democratic ‘empire 
would lower the moral value of de- 
mocracy all over the world, and perhaps 
dc its share in neutralizing the tragic 
struggle of the oppressed small nations 
of Eastern Europe—the Poles, Ruman- 
ians, Cszechoslovaks, Jugoslavs, which 
includes Serbiana—to throw off the 
brutal yoke of Teuton ana Magyar and 
enjoy the national existence to whicli 
they are entitled. If we are in this war 
for democracy we cannot make peace 
until every separate nation, ho matter 
hew small, has its assured independence, 
and nothing would give more encourage- 
ment to the enemy than the failure of so 
great a nation as Chine, with numbers 
to force any issue if its inert mass were 
quickéned by a will, and packed with 
mineral wealth, to maintain itself as a 
republic.

A letter sent by a German-born Amer-: 
ican to his son about to sail for Francé 
with the American Armies: 

My Dear Son—If you leave from Fort 
Leavenworth, “Kan., for France and I 
should not see you before going, let-me 
bid+you farewell and in. doing so let me 
inspire you with my living love for and 
loyalty to America. As you know, Iam 
German born and left Germany for the 
very reasons that have kindled the fires 
in. this ‘‘ world war.” I am in this 
country twenty-eight years and am an 
American citizen for twenty years. You 
and your brother, the sailor, are Amér- 
ican born. I have never been back to 
Germany since I stepped on American 
soil. I felt at home from the first, be- 
cause I am a lover of American ideals 
and liberty. You boys have never been 
in'Germany and I hope you will step on 
German soil victorious over the self- 
styled, self-appointed rulers of the 
world, the Hohenzollern. 

My father and grandfather have 
passed away as ‘‘ Muss Preussen,”’ com- 
pulsory Prussians, with a prayer on 
their lips that some time the German 
people would throw off the Prussian 
yoke and have a democratic government. 
I wish they could once ore take a 
glance at the old world and see my 
boys ‘‘ over there ’’ with American man- 
hood delivering the German people from 
the iron hand of autocracy, and freeing 
the world from its menace. * * * 

Without love for one’s country and na- 
tion.a. man is not a man, and hé needs 
a change of heart to be human; but 
even beyond this virtue is the moral and 
spiritual call to live for a purpose, live 
for and by the law of justice, freedom, 
and liberty. My boy, you are wearing 
the uniform which represents the best 
Government, the best country, and the 
best people in the world. Had I more 
sons than the two now in service, I 
would surely realize them in the service 
of Uncle Sam.

m HE - sift of Stonehenge to the

invaders of England, treacherously slew 
nearly 400 English nobles. The date of 
this mythical tragedy ts about 472 A. D. 
The triads of the Welsh batds give a 
similar account ef the origin, which at- 
tribute its erection to King Merlin, the 
succesgzor of Vortigern, whose nobles 
were slain by Hengist, 

Inigo Jones, whose work was published 
in 1635, tried to prove that Stonehenge 
was a temple of the Remians. This view 
wee bitterly attacked by leading anti- 
quarians, and for more than @ century 
the pouuler belief inclined to the view 
that Stonehenge was of Druidical ori- 
gin, dating: back to at least 100 B. C., 
and perhaps much earlier. ‘This théory 
has now beén generally discarded by the 
letest investigators. The view of Dr. 
Arthur Evans has been accepted. by 
many that Stonehenge was built at a 
comparatively late date; that its connec- 
tien with the sun worship was @ s¢c- 
ondary object, and that, whoever’ the 
builders were, it stands as a memorial of 
an advanced type of the sepulchral form 
of architecture where the cult or wor- 
ship of departed ancestors mey have 
beén associated with the worship ‘of the 
Celtic Zeus. 

Another writer who holds to the Ro- 
man theory gives Agricola, the Roman 
Governor of Britain toward the end of 
the first century, the credit of conceiv- 
ing the plan and completing its con- 
struction ag a Roman temple. Agricola 
brought the massive bluish stones, it Is 
asserted, .from Wales.

Thée eight billions to’ be taken for 
taxes in 1919 will come-out of the potk- 
ets of pedbple. who Went what they 
thought wea their limit on bonds, dur- 
ing tha earlier sales, and thin they had 
four billiene more to spend on’ bond 
than they will have under the new taxes. 
That is to say, reughly, the buyers: of 
bonds during the last year will be four 
billions short of cash to pay for bonds 
during the fourth and fifth sales if they 
buy at the same raté they did in the 
eariier sales. . Wither they have to dig 
up four bijligns more (and multitudes 
of them say they can’t) for taxes and 
bonds than they did last year, or else 
new buyers have to he found. And ff it 
is true that the prévious buyers ¢id 
go their real limit on bonds, heretofore, 
and must now pay in taxes four billions 
which they formerly put into bonds, then 
it follows that the heaviest ‘‘ drive” 
must be made to find new buyers. 


It eomes to this, of cotirse: the old 
buyers must strain till they get their 
previous limit stretched, and new buy- 
ers must be found, and found actually 
by the million and mijlion. The new 
buyers have to be found by the million 
and million because they haven't. as 
much money as the old buyers had. The

My personal belief is that they wouldn't 
protest if the Gevernment took every- 
thing they have, in order to win this 
war. Yes, they’re all right—and every- 
body in the ‘country will be all right if 
this loan produces 87,000,000 new buy- 
ers. There are about 105,000,000 people 
in the United States and there were 
about 18,000.000 buyers of bonds in the 
last loah. ‘That's why 87,000,000 new 
ones are needed.

“The present titanic war,” he said, 
** has made our: Anglo-Saxon civilization 
conscious of its ideals as contrasted 
with a Teutonic swashbuckler ‘ Kultur,’ 
which threatened to impose upon us and 
qur allies a sordid militarism. Democ- 
racy, instead of being a shibboleth of 
politicians, has become the creed of 
millions of persons of different national- 
fties, in defense of which.nations rather 
than armies are urging a war unto 
death. ; re 
~** It fs indeed. shocking te realize thet 
the paternalistic Government and the re- 
sulting superficial prosperity of the Ger- 
man people, which aroused the: favor- 
able commendation of many sincere stu- 
dents, were but a sinister exploitation 
of the nation in the interest of a sreedy, 
ambitious autocracy. There is a new 
significance in Napoleon’s dictum that 
three-fourths of a fact lies in its spirit- 
wal value. 

“‘In the final analysis this world war 
js @ conflict of exposed ideals, of which 
the glistening bayonet and the rattling 
machine gun are but the material ex- 
pression. As our schools are the nation’s

eeriousneas, ‘eae an enhancea waht to 
the work ‘et the teacher, Cynicism, 
negligence; ‘unskillfulness, should give 
way to optimism, resourcefulness, and 
prowess. It is for those who are in- 
trusted with the training of the coun- 
try’s most precious heritage so to satu- 
rate themselves. with the needs of the 
vital present and the demands of a 
promising/and urgent future that their 
professional attitude, their methods of 


instruction, and the means of discipline 
will ‘be a reflex of a matured point of 
view. 

‘“‘It is inconceivable that any teacher 
within our system dealing with the im- 
pressionable youth of our city will be 
less than aggressively patriotic in word 
and deed in upholding the standards set 
by President Wilson and in furthering 
all the. war measures the nation sees 
fit to enforce. I have strongly recom- 
mended to the various school superin- 
tendents that the teachers be asked to 
study carefully any ‘proper ‘material 
dealing with the war in order that they 
may be fully appreciative of the attitude 
of the German military class with refer- 
ence to themselves and their neighbors. 

“It is difficult for any one living in a 
democracy fully to realize the arrogant 
determination which existed and the ex- 
tensive preparations which were made to 
enable Germany to carry out its policy 
of aggression. Our teachers should be 
fully familiar with the progress of the 
war so that’ they can give eloquent ex- 
pression to the fact that only the vol- 
untary martyrdom. of the Belgians, the 
doggedness of the English Tommy at 
Ypres, and the unequaled valor of the 
French at Verdun prevented the Ger- 
mans from achieving their purpose. The 
slogan ‘They shall not pass’ has now 
become ‘They “shall not-win.’ These 
virtues of the. Belgians, English, and 
French are not the result of chance. 
They are the fruitage of training com- 
mon. to the schools of those countries. 
It is a trite saying that like the potter 
who fashions the clay, the teacher 
molds the minds and ideals which cen- 
stitute civilization. 


** We: must drive home the idea that 
teaching is the most essential of all in- 
dustries, and that sober recognition of 
this truth is absolutely necessary to put 
the right heart and spirit into the work 
of -the classroom. The teacher must be 
aggressively patriotic and outspoken, 
both .in word and deed. We want no 
intellectualized; thin-blooded, pacifists, 


‘put ‘strong; red-blooded, outspoken Amer-: 


feans who will impress upon their pupils 
the fact that the Allies are the guard- 
fans of civilisation, and that every one 
of us, is obligated to sacrifice every- 
thing, itneed be, to insure. the success 
of the wear. 


‘* Moreover, the present is no time for 
‘dilating in classrooms, either elementary 
or high school, upori: phases of our own 
histery which might obscure the minds 
of children with reference to the merits 
of the present issue. We cannot afford 
to retain im.the classroom any over- 
intellectualized - casuist who’ cannot 
wholeheartedly expound the point of 
view of the present and of the country 
ase whole. Slackers are no more de- 
sirable. in the ¢lassroom than they are 
in the first line trenches. 

‘' Not only does the present day situa- 
tion color but it also constitutes the core 
of instruction, For instance, projects in 
manual training may very well, be based 
on the needs of the Junior. Red Cross.

“In the same way, if the teaching of 
geography cannot be vivified in. terms 
of modern day problems, it is a useless 
waste of time. Upper grade. children 
should be able to tell the location of the 
cantonments in the United States, the 
locations of new industrial centres, the 
areas from which wheat, sugar, and 
beef were obtained in England; but 
which. now closed ta.it, the import-.

| the German Socialists refused to accept 
| these terms; but merely because they did 


not believe the time has yet arrived to 
discuss them, But nobody .can doubt 
‘hat with increasing German defeats ‘the 
German Socialists. will soon be. told. by 
their government that they can meet in 
an international conference *' to. dis- 
cuss ’’ all the peace terms of President 
Wilson and the allied Socialists, though 
not of course to accept any terms but 
those indicated by the General Staff. 
In his letter to American‘labor, as Well 
as in his more recent spéeches, Hen- 
derson insinuates in the strongest lan- 
guage that not only Germany. but also 
the Entente is imperialistic and militar- 
istic! Here is the origin of all his will- 
ingness to compromise with Germany. 
He regards the war as being. largely, 
though not wholly, a war between two 
imperialisms, His French and Italian 
associates (the Socialist parties of these 
two countries) openly :base their demand 
for an internattonal conference on this 
ground—namely, that the war is a war 
between two imperialisms and it remains 
for labor as representing anti-imperial- 


tism to meet and to compromise on all 


the leading issues and to settle the war, 
Henderson's language leaves. no douht 
that he wishes these parues to under- 
stand , that -he Is largely,. though - not 
wholly, in agreement with them. 

In his letter Henderson says that the 
partisans. of an international Socialist 
conference ‘‘do not seek a pesce based 
upon compromise and concessions on one 
side or the. other.’’. This is.-curious 
Trotzky-like-language.- Certainly Pres- 
ident: Wilson and all honest. supporters 
‘of the Entente seek concessions from the 
other side and a pedce based upon ‘such 
‘concessions. Whether the tltimate pro- 
gram of Germany is of the German Gov- 
ernment or of the-German Socialists ‘of 
either faction makes no difference. In 
either case numerous and- stupendous 
concessions from ali these solemnly de- 
clared German programs are unavoid- 
able. 

Henderson professes to believe that if 
the German Socialists accept ‘any pre- 
cise form’’ of peace terms in conformity 
with, the principles ‘‘ no annexations, no 
indemnities and the right of all peoples 
to self-determination,’’ thfs will be 
suffictent justification for meeting them 
in an international peace conference—al- 
though the: German government itself 
has accepted these principles. ‘The only 
further requirement is that, the Socialist 
parties, attending the conference shall 
‘be asked that “all their power’ be 
brought about so that their Governments 
will be obliged to carry out these prin- 
ciples, j 

Here, of course, is one df’ the most 
important objections to such an inter- 
national conference. If the German 
Socialists work merely with ‘‘all their 
power ”’ while the Socialists of the other 
countries—living under democratic gO0v 
ernments~afre-able to make their ‘voices. 
effectively felt, it would give a very 
one-sided result,. Henderson speaks of 
the Socialist parties of Germany -and 
other countries obtaining ‘‘ guarantees ’’ 
from their governments that these peace 
principles would be applied ‘‘ honestly to 
all questions to be dealt with at any 
peace conference.’’ What guarantee can 
make us sure that the Prussian Junkers 
—as long ag they are in power—will deal 
honestly and- unreservedly with any- 
thing; to Bay nothing of all ..ie vast 
problems of peace? Is it a wise policy 
even to suggest that the German Gov- 
ernment be asked to give a guarantee to 
deal honestly. and unreservedly with 
anything?, This’is precisely what Presi- 
dent Wilson has said over and over 
again that the German Government can- 
not possibly .be trusted to do. 

Henderson further professes to be- 
feve that ‘a Socialist conference might 
convince thé German people that a just 
solution of the war is to their interest. 
He speaks as though an international 
conference would give the allied So- 
cidlists an access to the German people 
equal to that of the German Government 
and its supporters! Moreover, he calm- 
ly assumes that the conference would 
accept the peace terms of the Entente 
Socialists,“or approximately those terms, 
ignoring the overwhelming majority in 
the international Socialist movement of 
the German and pro-German Socialist’ 
factions in. many countries:as well as the 
non-Soctalist . pacifist. fanatics (from 
anarchists to. Tories) who have fluttered 
into every Socialist party of the world, 
according to the open confession of the 
parties themselves. 

Yet Henderson professes to believe 
that a mock international and .mock 
democratic ¢dénference of this char- 
acter,’ representing the most extreme 
and one-sided of minorities, would 
in” reality give a reflection of the 
public opinion of the masses of the En-'| 
Henderson’s defense | 
that he wishes not to négotiate at the 
conference but to carry on conversa~ 
tions is in precise line with the policy 
of the Emperor of Austria! The re- 
actionary Austrian Bismarck, Baron 
Biirian, also wishes that the preliminary 
negotiations should be given some other 
name. Burian’s language {f@ almost 
identical. with _Henderson’s, Burian 
says: 

“Our adversaries need .only provide 
ar opportunity for. a calm exchange of 
views—some sort of direct informative 
discussions is thinkable which would 
be far from _ peace negotiations. ” 

The important thing, in other words, 
is to start a peace agitation. Negotia- 
tions wéuld almost certainly follow. On 
this point Burian and Henderson are in 
complete aecord. 

In_ his speech before the labor con- 
gress in Londén on Sept. 8, Henderson 
again defends himself from the accusa- 
tion that he is working for a compromise 
peace. But his defense is s0 lame'as to 
convince anybody that he is working not 
only for a compromise, but for a com- 
promise that leaves Germany heafly 
everything. For example he says that 
he is so ‘much opposed to compromise 
that he would not. accept a Brest-Litovek 
peace. 

This curious: contradietory language; 
this strange Chinese method of. reason- 
ing, reminds ohe .of nobody so much ag 
Lenine and ‘Trotzky when, they dénied.| 
that they,avere making. a separate peace. 
“What “Henderson says is. practically

dred per cent, German peace. The im- 
plication is very strong that Henderson 
would: accept a fifty-fifty peace: Other- 
wise why should he claim. that ‘the re- 
jection of the preposteroug Brest-Litovsk 
treaty proves that he would reject all 
the hundred slightly less preposterous 
compromises proposed by Germany? 
In this’ statement Henderson again in- 
sinuates, that his policy is that of Presi- 
dent Wilson—and again he is very care- 
ful in choosing his words. He does not 
dare to say definitely that he agrees with 
President’ Wilson. What’he says is that 
he is for the peace ideals which he ‘‘con- 
ceives’’ to be the ‘’ real policy of Presi- 
dent Wilson.”’ In other words, he puts 
his own interpretation on President 
Wilson’s policy and does not accept i 
as all the rest of the world does and as 
President . Wilson: wishes {it to be ac- 
cepted, namely, on its face value—for 
exactly what it says. 
In this speech of Sept. 8, Henderson 
takes. one step ‘further in the direction 
of the extreme revolutionary pacifists 
by demanding that the war shall con- 
tinue until “‘ militarism is discredited by 
our having definitely wrested the iniltia- 
tive from the German General Staff.’’ 
This point has ‘already been reached! 
As usual, however, Henderson hides his 
fundamental position with all sorts of 
contradictions and camouflage.

for the duration of the war, at least. 
Within a few months the saloons, under 
the necessities of war conditions, will. 
have ‘been obliged to go out of business. 


iT will not be long until] the lest ‘glass 


'The places they occupied will be vacant 


—thousands upon ‘thousands of them. 
What is to be done with these places? 
To what use shall they be put? If they 
are not used, it will be a waste. Much 
hardship will result. The business fabric 
will be strained. It should have time to 
readjust itself to the new conditions. 

How is the problem to be met? By 
turning the places where the saloons 
were into community centres, says one 
who has taken an: active part in_ the 
development of the community idea— 
Mrs. Jessie H. «Childs; a member of ‘the 
organization of the Community Clearing 
House at 217 - West Twenty-second 
Street, of which John Collier ts the head. 
These places, she. says, should be. made 
into community meeting centres, vir- 
tually clubhouses, where the’ people of 
the neighborhood could assemble | for 
community purposes. 

Mrs. Childs, who ts Treasurer of the 
Women’s Trade Union League and: algo 


of the Eleventh Assembly District or-. 


ganization of the Woman's ‘Suffrage 
Party and who was at the forefront in 
this State in the long fight for suffrage, 
believes that the initiative in this work 
must be taken by the women. The call 
of war already has taken more than 
3,000,000 men out of the industrial life 
of the country. ‘Under the: new draft: it 
will take about, 2,000,000 more. Their 
Places must be taken by ‘women. And 
the organization, of social service is 
something in which womet have shown 
‘themselves to be without peer. 

The movement to turn the saloons into 
community centres has not extended be- 
yond the tentative stage. It is in its 
infancy. It is yet to be developed. But 
that something. definite, concrete, will 
emerge frpbm the idea Mrs. Childs is 
confident. It is her opinion that the 
initial impetus should come from “ the 
top,’*: ‘that the. movement in’ its begin- 
nings should be ‘financed by persons able 
to give in a large Way and willing to 
for the public good. , 

Large sums of money will be required. 
That is obvious. A great outlay will be 
necessary if the movement is ‘to be 
started in a big way, a comprehensive 
way, and that.is Mrs. Childs’s idea. 
Much time would be-lost, the opportu- 
nity would slip away, if it were at- 
tempted piecemeal. After the ‘centres 
were put on their ‘feet they should be 
supported by voluntary contributions of 
the members of the community, and 
Mrs. Childs is. confident ‘thatthe people 
would rise to the duty. 

*** Ts .it your idea to turn all the sa- 
loons in New York City into community 
centres?’’ she was asked. 

* That will have to he decided,”’ she 
‘replied. ‘In some séctions, undoubted- 
ly all the storeroome now given tp to 
the saloon business could be wntilized. 
That ia true, for. instance, of-the dis- 
trict in which I live, where ‘the saloons 
are few, compared with. many other 
parts of the’city. On Broadway, in 
this section, there are only three or four 
saloons in a stretch of more than a 
mile. Certainly we could find usé for 
those as well as other places as ‘coni- 
munity centrea. In sections of the city 
where saloons are fumefolis, where, for 
instance, there are several tq the black, 
where perhaps the four corners of- a 
street intersection are devoted’ to the 
liquor’ business, it might not™ be -pds- 
sible to make use of all the places, that 
will be vacated. That is something to 
be worked out as the movement pro- 
| sresses and becomes concfete. 

‘But there is no doubt that the oen- 
tres should be numerous. Each smali 
neighborhood should have its community 
centre—@ place where rich and. poor,

While these destructive forces were 
going ahead in the east, the Allies in 
the west delivered two sharp, sudden 
blows, both of which may have far- 
reatiing €frect.

than legitimate drama — more

The best 
plays tend to be actor-proof. Given a 
struggle of emotions deéfly felt and 
embodied in freshly characterized hu- 
_ mhan beings, the battle of the foot- 
lights is half won. The dramatist’s 
art has created an atmosphere of réal- [ 
ity and power which any capable actor 
will largely convey. ». Melodrama is lit- 
tle more than a. scénario—dry bones 


enveloped by the art of the actor in 
flesh and blood, breathed through with 
the life of the spirit. 
Richard Bennett and “The Unknown 
‘Purple.’ - 
ICHARD BENNETT has never 
created a more subtly realized or 
more imaginative figure than the hero 
of ‘‘ The Unknown Purple ’’—and this 
is sald with due respect to his long list 
of admirably differentiated characters, 
‘notably the reporter in ‘‘ The Other 
GAri,’’ John Shand in ‘‘ What Every 
‘Woman Know§a,’’ and his recent farci- 
cal part in ‘‘ The Very Idea,”’ 
In the prologue of the new play at 
the Lyric he is a poor inventor of 
genius, surrounded by worldlings who 
@éspise his abilities, rob him of all he 
holds dearest, and jail him on a 
trumped-up charge. Characters and 
situation, though basically true 
enough, are out of the ancient theat- 
_Yical stock. How void they are of 
freshness and reality may be-seen in 
the performances of the merely capa- 
ble actors with whom Mr. Bennett is 
surrounded. When he is off the stage 
thé scene is einpty and stale enough. 
But no sooner is he present than; the 
whole play takes on life and reality, 
Yises into the region of all that is gen- 
tle in the heart and noble in the gpirit. 
When he returns from prison his 
busiriess is merely that of the Count 
of Monte Cristo—a rather empty and 
tawdry revenge. And the means by 
which he achieves it—mastery of the 
fabled powers of the ultra-violet rays— 
fs @ fiction of science wilder than any 
tale of Jules Verne. Yet in Mr. Ben- 
nett’s hands the character becomes 
sublimed and glorifiéd—an embodiment 
of Fate, a Nemesis that pervades the 
household, striking terror into every 
evil heart. The ordinary dual or mul- 
tiple réle, in which characters are 
broadly and obviously contrasted, is 
the easiest of all histrionic stunts.

‘City to forty-five, the largest number 


of legitimate theatres which the city has 
éver been called upon to support. That 
figure, furthermore, is exclusive of 
neighborhood houses; it takes in only 
the theatres devoted to the presentation 
of plays at a two-dollar admission or 
higher. -Of this number; thirty-seven 
will be in. operation by the end of this 
week and probably forty-two the week 
following. 

Profitably to maintain this number of 
houses .requires the nightly attendance 
of twenty-five to thirty thousand per- 
sons, and total weekly receipts. some- 
where in the neighborhood of $400,000. 
(The small-cast play can exist profit- 
ably on 86,000; the Hippodrome re- 
quires $50,000.) In these circumstances 
it fs inevitable that some ‘plays must 
fall by the wayside. Of the thirty-two 
new offerings of the season, thirteen 
have been already withdrawn, and in 
several instances only managerial stub- 
bornness is keeping the number down. 

The recent fatalities include ‘,An- 
other Man’s Shoes,’’ the collapse of 
which after twelve performances must 
have surprised a certain reviewer, who 
wrote that it was ‘‘one of the few 
plays of the season destined to have a 
long run.”’ Its withdrawal took place a 
week ago, and was one of those silent 
affairs which does not become evident 
until the following Monday morning, 
when the whitewashed glass doors of 
the playhouse confront the , passerby. 
Two more productions passed on. last 
night: ‘‘Mr. Barnum” and ‘‘ One of 
Us.’ The latter died bravely, with the 
incandescents in front of the house in- 
sisting up to the last minute that the 
piece was ‘‘a hit’ and ‘‘a big comedy 
success.”’ Indeed, the advertisements of 
last Sunday assured would-be purchas- 
ers that seats were on sale eight weeks 
in advance, which, haply, they were 
at that moment. 

It is no secret, also, that a number of

When the Austrians at- 
tacked the right wing on June 15 the 
“Germans had been hurled ‘back in their 
attempt, begun June 9, to reach Com- 
piégne—the stepping stone to the de- 
fenses of Paris. Here was a crisis of 
the first order, and the attention of the 
new supreme command could not then 
be diverted from the left to the right 
wing. Italy, however, won without his 
intervention arid drove the Austrians 
across the Piave. é .f 

Conditions aré Sow very different from 
what. they were in June. Now the. left 
wing of the allied army is rapidly de- 
feating the Germans in France.

Nor had the American de- 
tachment which on July 18 was to take 
over a part of the Montello sector, pre- 
pared by the British General Plumer 
last December, yet arrived in Italy. 

For these reasons, and, doubtless with 
painful remembrances of. the fact that 
the superlative opportunity given the 
‘AHies by Cadorna ‘ast October to put 
Austria out of the war was ignored by 
them, he does not attempt to revive the 
Napoleonic axiom. .

In 1884 when he was 23 years of 
age he served with his regiment in the 
Bechuanaland expedition and showed 
the promises of his future in his shrewd- 
ness as well as in his courage. That, 
However, was only the beginning. In 
1888 he fought in Zululand, and after 
that became Adjutant. His next big 
oppertanity was in. the South African 
war, in which he fought in 1889 to 1002, 
His cavalry tactics here breught him 
into prominence, and he had to pit. his 
braina against that clever old natural 
fighter, Genera} Delarey. For his work 
he was twice mentioned in dispatches 
home by his Commander in Chief and 
was decorated by the Government. 
‘The big work of his life began, how- 
ever, in the present war, for he was one 
of those commanders who went out with

A little later General AHenby was 
transferred to the British, ferces in 
Beypt, and, building on the careful plan 
which had already been tiated, pro- 
ceeded to construct. his scheme for the 
advances up through Palestine. Allenby 
‘was one of the original Kitchener Geén- > 
erals “and had been trained in the 
school of that tenacious organizer with 
the iron will. He gave traces of Kitch. 
ener influences by his keen, tong-sighted 
survey of. the task before him, a request 
for additional forces, and his refusal to 
move yntil they arrived. His immobility 
in the face of possible criticism was°a 
good indication of his character. When 
the men, guns, and ammunition arrived 
in sufficient amount he atruck with ter- 
rific force, and kept on striking. It 
cannot be doubted that his careful pre- 
vision has been a great factor in the 
recent successes. 

Nevér was a better illustration of the 
man than his’ careful handling of the 
delicate situation when once he entered 
Jerusalem. His declaration to the mixed 
community will remain a model of wise 
statesmanship on the part of a military 
commander. He issued a proclamation 
in Arabic, Hebréw, English, French, 
Italian, Greek, and Russian. Here are 
some passages from it: 

Lest any of you be algrmed by rea-

He placed guards over the hely places.

When there ar- 
rived the fateful day of which he was 
to take formal possession of the city, he 
came not on horseback in. glittering dis- 
play but modestly on foot, aa became a 
Christian man, approaching the shrine 
of his belief. His staff, the civil of- 
ficers, the attaches from America and 
other countries, entered with him on 
foot. His reverence, his careful regard 
for feeling, his effective actions to safe- 
guard the interests of the varied peo- 


ples were appreciated aa his fame 
apread in the surrounding country. <A 
legend grew up about him among the 
Arabs. They regarded his conquest of 
deriisalem as inspired, because in the 
name Allenby they found the equivalent 
of. the words “ Allah Nabi,”” meaning 
God and,prophet, For many generations 
there had been current among the Arabs 
and other tribes the prophesy that ‘“‘ He 
who shall save Jerusalem and exalt her 
among the nations will enter the city 
on foot, and. his name will be God, the 
Prophet.’* 

Theeeffect he produced among ghe 
people of the country. undoubtedly 
helped him in the military operations 
from that time onward. He left na 
tone unturned to fall in with the deeply, 
seated sentiments of the Eastern peo- 
ples. One of his first actions after en- 
tering Jerusalem was to insure the re- 
turn of the ‘‘ Holy Scrolis,’’ the parch- 
ment on which are inseribed the funda- 
mental laws. They had been taken to 
Jaffa, shssy-Siye miles away, to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the 
Turks.- Allenby presided at the gather- 
ing when they were premensty returned, 
ana the grateful people gave him a copy 
of the scrolls inclosed in a silver case 
as a memento. 

Allenby. was the principal figure in 
welcoming the American Red Cross Com 
mission on July 4, when there were as- 
sembled representatives of the allied na-

| Allied Commander in the Balkans Called 


‘by Noted Frenchman the Favorite of 
Fortune-+-His_ Fighting” Record .

ENERAL FRANCHDT 4d'ESPE- 
RBY, Commander in jCniet of 
the allied armies in the’ Balkans, 
. is @ happy man: Fortune has 
never yet ceased to smile on him. 

‘At Charleroi, where the French and 
English were beaten, he was the only 
allied General who won a victory. He 
was then in command of the Ist Army 
Corps; made up for the greater part of 
men from Lille and Flanders. On Aug, 
21 and 22, while the battle was raging, 
he was holding the bridges of the Meuse 
at no great distance from Namur, and 
it was only toward the evening. of the 
284 that his troops charged. The issue 
of the battle, however, was already de- 
cided, and ‘several allied corps, which 
hed had a bad start and were in an in+ 
ferior position both as to numbers and 
equipment, were forced back. 

It was left to General Franchet 
d'Esperey and to the Ist Army Corps to 
protect the right flank of the Franco- 
British army, and’ he achieved that 
formidable task with extraordinary 
dash. ~Attackidg the Saxons, who were 
pressing closely upon him, he threw 
them into disorder and drove ‘back to 
the Meuse an enemy division which had 
succeeded in crossing the river. So 
furious an attack, so valiant an atti- 
tude, were not to be withstood hy the 
Saxons; they stood as if hypnotized, and 
during the night of the 234 and all of 
the day of the 24th allowed the entire 
French forces to pass on unmolested, 
not daring to interfere. 

The enemy commander had to pay a 
heavy price for the brilliant work of the 
French Generel. Von Hausen, one of 
the most famous Generals of the Ger- 
man Army, lost his command, and some 
few weeks later was crosed off the list 
of ‘that army, the following reason be- 
ing given: “ 

“It was only on Aug. 23 that von 
Hausen’s Saxon army crosed the Meuse, 
If better plans had been laid, the cross- 
ing of the river could have taken place 
much more quickly. The delay was a 
contributory cause to the failures of the 
German -Army in the beginning of Sep- 
tember, and the German forces marching 
toward Paris had to be grouped dif- 
ferently:'*" (Kircheigen.) 

On the other hand, the operation 
brought well-deserved promotion to Gen- 
eral Franchet @’Hsperey, sole victor of 
the Charleroi engagements. Foch imme- 
diately intrusted him with the command | * 
of an entire army—the Fifth—made up of 
the 18th, 3d, Ist, and 10th Corps, and 
a cavalry corps. . 

On the Marne, where French and Eng- 
lish were victorious, Franchet d'Esperey, 
still the favored of Fortune, was. the 
first to win new laurels. He was hold- 
ing the line to the nerth of Provins as 
far as Sezanne, between French and 
Eoch. As early as the morning of Sept. 
6, when Joffre gave his famous order to 
attack, he threw himself with extraordi- 
nary fury on the left wing. of von 
Kluck’'s army and the right wing of von 
Biilew's army, which were both facing 
him, He pried a wedge between the two 
armies, took Hsternay at the point of 
the bayonet, threw into disorder every- 
thing on hia passage, and en the 8th 
entered Montmirail over a mountain of 
German dead. On the morning of the 
9th his aviation service signaled that 
Kluck and Bulow were retreating. From 
that time all he had to do was to push 
forward. To him belongs the glory of 
having been the first to make a breach 
in the enemy wall. And to him, among 
all the: illustrious heroes of that im- 
mortal. battle, is due the title of first 
victor. 

After this General Franchet d’Haperey 
reached the command of army groups 
only, that és, he occupied the same rank 
as men like Foch, Castelnau, Fayolle. 
His name is associated with all the 
great operationsef the great war— 
Somme, Champagne, Aisne. Finally, in 
June last, he received a new command,

hardest, the most difficult sector of the 
front—a sector where there are no roads, 
no depots of equipment, no heavy artil- 
lery; a sector said by. the ‘Bulgarians 
te be impregnable—so much so that they 


only maintained a handful of troops. 


there. In these eight weeks General 
Franchet d’Hsperey has had roads made, 
depots installed, heavy artillery placed 
in position, and he hes organized the 
system of communications. On Sept. 
14 he threw his Senegalian and colonial 
battalions to the assa of the moun- 
tains of Bulgaria, just he had thrown 
his regiments to the assault of the 
forests of Montmirail; he made his 
breach, and. through this. breaca led the 
allied forces that for three years had | 
been marking time on the same mud, 
condemned to the same inaction. 

General Franchet d’Esperey does not 
only know how to deal with earth and 
cannon; he also kne¢ws how to deal with 
men. He can make his soldiers do any- 
thing, because he knows how to talk 
to them; he has the ready word that 
wins the heart of the trooper, and to- 
day it is with the heart as much as with 
muscle that battles are won. There 
are few chiefs as popular as he is. His 
men love him, and the feeling is re- 
turned.

Y¥. M. C. A. in fitting up a room like 
a French Foyer du Soldat, with can- 
teen, library, (all Russian books that 
the committee could buy or beg,) and a 
few easy .chairs. H 

In the canteen tea, chocolate, jam, and 
bread, together with various kinds of 
soft drinks, were sold. Whenever the 
Russian cashier could not be on the job 
a Y. M. Cc A.-man went behind the 
counter “and kept sales going. He did 
more. Ags he got to know the soldiers 
he induced them to sing their folk 
songs; and many an evening the can- 
teen closed. to the tune of some song 
that has been Russia’s for generation 
on generation. 

Each afternoon there were classes in 
English, mathematics, French, history, 
agriculture, geography, and Bible study. 
The Secretary of the foyer, C. M. Bond, 
who has since returned to the United 
States to, enlist inthe army, looked out 
for the English class, while Russians 
working on small wage taught the other 
subjects. From the: start the interest 
was quick and encouraging. 

The library. was in constant use. One 
of the soldiers acted as librarian. There 
was always a rush for the library when- 
ever the men heard that new books had 
arrived. But there was a greater rush 
on the arrival of the little newspaper 
which the Y. M. C. A. had edited by 
Russians and printed in the mother 
tongue. The coming of the paper was 
the bright spot in. many a dull day; a 
message from home could have been 
only a little more welcome. — 

For amusement the soldiers had the 
movies. They were eager for all kinds 
of pictures, comedies as well as travel 
films. For recreation football was the 
headliner. 


When the invalids left for home they 
had to ride for twenty-seven hours in 
crowded cars. Bond went with them, 
taking cigarettes’ and chocolates and 
extra copies of the little newspaper, 
They liked these things. But they liked 
still more the fact that an American 
was willing to share the hardships of 
their tedious journey. They said so as

fing splendidly with the French and

to make them welcome and comfortable, 
The American'troops are the admiration 
of the nation.

THE LIFE AND LETTERS OF JOEL 
CHANDLER HARRIS. By Julia Collier 
Harris. With portraits and other illus- 
trations. Boston: Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany. $3.50. 

T is hard to realize, what this book 
reminds us of, that the author of 
“Uncle Remus” has been away 
from earth a full ten years. Perhaps 
we have never really believed in our loss 
of him—have been secretly cherishing a 
suspicion (which this record will do noth- 
ing to dispel) that in some true sense the 
reports of his death, to use Mark Twain’s 
famous phrase, have been grossly. ex- 
aggerated. When criticism has done what 
she can, and what it is her honest busi- 
‘ness to do, with her definitions and her 
categories, time and nature have a way 
of summing up things in a fashion dis- 
concertingly simple. ‘“ Why, yes,” they 
gently remind us, “ these subtle distinc- 
tions, these elaborate ratings, aesthetic, 
ethical, and what-not—they are all very 
clear and essential in their way. But 
you mustn’t let them distract us from 
the broad human facts. You mustn't 
fail to see, for instance, how clearly, 
from the right angle, there stands out 
among your great company of literary 
artists—admired, revered,  self-crowned 
with fame—the little group of the well- 
beloved.” Not the greatest in their art, 
many of them, yet with a quality precious 


beyond definition. Goldsmith, Lamb, 
Lewis Carroll, Dr.. Holmes, Mark Twain, 
Louis Stevenson, Eugene Field, Joel 


Chandler Harris—these are some of our 
nearest and dearest in that blessed band. 
We love their work first and weigh it aft- 
er. And we love them in it; they “ in- 
habit there”; we know they cannot be 
ousted from it or from our hearts by any 
formality of ‘“ death.” 

“And yet, though we have the best of 
such men in their books, the freest and 
ripest intimacy—that, in the nature of 
things, cannot be enough for us. We 
hanker to get close to them in the flesh 
they had to wear, and rejoiced to wear, in 
common with us; to see them in their 
habit as they lived, outside of print, in 
the humdrum world of everyday experi- 
ence. This is what the present biography 
helps us to do with the creator of “ Uncle 
Remus.” It even brings us nearer to him 
than we_could have come if he were still 
in the body. For in the body he was 
never easily accessible for those who loved 
him in his work. Like Lamb and many 
another humorist, he was abnormally shy 
and sensitive, (he even had something 
like Lamb’s. physical impediment of 
speech.) The public he could take so 
heartily into his confidence in print be 
came an object of sheer terror when it 
assumed the form of an audience or a 
crowd in which he might be made in any 
way conspicuous. He was willing to pay 
whatever price he must to defend himself 
from the fellow-men he loved so well as 
individuals and dreaded so as a crowd with 
eyes and ears focused on him personally. 
He might readily have escaped in early 
middle life from the drudgery of news- 
paper work and freed himself for creative 
writing, if he could have brought himself 
to do what Thomas Nelson Page, Mark 
Twain, and others begged him to—read 
some of his own stories in public. Major 
Pond, the famous lyceum manager, finally 
offered him $10,000 for a season on tour 
with Mark Twain and James Whitcomb 
Riley, but he would have none of it. Even 
in little private gatherings of friends and 
admirers he could not bear to be lionized. 

There is an amusing anecdote in these 
pages of an occasion in New York when, 
after suffering torments as the guest of 
honor at a Tile Club dinner and finding 
himself booked for another festivity of 
the sort, he fled secretly at the last min- 
ute and took the train for Atlanta and 
safety. It is always hard to analyze this 
kind of shyness. One may often recognize 
it as a form of egotism. But in this in- 
stance it seems to have been based on a 
very genuine humility. For many years.) 
Harris would not.admit that the “ Uncle 
Remus” stories had any literary merit, 
or that he had any other relation to them 


had set him right. 


popularity, it was mere accident, he said: 
“ All.I did was to write out and put in 
print the stories I had heard all my life.” 
In a little article called “ An Accidental 
Author,” written (by request) for Lippin- 
cott’s, he reduced the whole affair to the 
baldest terms possible. He had happened 
to be familiar from childhood with: the 
plantation negroes of middle Georgia. 


I absorbed ‘the ‘stories, songs and 
myths that I heard, but had no idea 
of their literary value until, some time 
in the seventies, Lippincott’s maga- 
zine published an article on the subject 
of negro folklore, containing some 
rough outlines of some of the stories. 
This article gave me my cue, and tie 
legends told by “ Uncle Remus” are 
the result. * * * ‘This was the ac- 
cidental beginning of a career that has 
been accidental throughout. It was an 
accident that I went to the “ Country- 
man,” an accident that I wrote “ Un- 
cle Remus,” and an accident that the 
stories put forth under that name 
struck the popular fancy. 


Nobody can. doubt the sincerity of this, 
yet long before it was written Mark Twain 


I am perfectly well aware, (Harris 
had written in answering the letter of 
praise) that my book has no basis o 
literary art to stand upon. * * * 
I understand that my relations toward 
Uncle Remus are similar to those that 
exist between an almanac-maker and 
the calendar. 


To which Mark promptly retorted: 


You can argue yourself into the de- 
lusion that the principle of life is in 
the stories themselves and not in their 
setting, but you will save labor by 
stopping with that solitary convert, for 
he is the only intelligent one you will 
bag. In reality the stories are only 
alligator pears—one eats them merely 
for the sake of the dressing. 

In later years, on the testimony of the 
present biography, we find him less depre- 
catory of his work and even on occasion 
taking up the cudgels in defense of the 
literary pretensions of his kind of work. 
In 1898, for instance, he writes to Mr. 
Burlingame of Scribner’s, ta connection 
with the ‘‘ Minervy Ann ”’ stories. 

I am very fond of wrfting this dia- 
lect. It has a fluency all tts own; it 
gives a new coloring to statement, and 
allows of a swift shading ix narrative 
that can be reached in literary Eng- 
lish only: in the most painful and 
roundabout way. 

But it is plain that tha person who 
writes this is not Jse artis, the clever 
** cornfield journaitst’’ of The Atlanta

A year later, writing to his schoolgirl 
daughters, his ‘*‘ dear gals,’’ he gives full- 
er expression to this odd feeling of irre-~ 
sponsibility. 

As for myself, * * * I never have 
anything but the vaguest ideas of what 
Iam going to write; but when I take 
my pen in hand, the rust clears away 
and the “ other fellow ”. takes: charge. 
You know, all of us have two entities, 
or personalities. That is the reason you 
see and hear persons ‘‘'talking to them- 
selves.’’ They are talking to the 
‘* other fellow.’’ I have often asked 
my ‘‘ other fellow ’’ where he gets all 
his information, and how he can re- 
member, in the nick of time, things 
that 1 have forgotten long ago; but he 
never satisfies my. curiosity. He is 
simply a spectator of my folly until I 
seize a pen, and then he comes forward 
and takes charge. 

No doubt an obscure feeling that he 
ought not to foist the homely features and 
hesitant tongue of Joe Harris upon the 
** other fellow ’’ may have had something 
to do with his stubborn refusal to appear 
before the public. 

But the point need not be labored. This 
book, with its record of his friendships 
and achievements, makes it clear enough 
that however they may have differed in 
taste and creative power, and above gil 
in confidence, the cornfield journalist and 
the “ other fellow’ were inseparable in 
character and outlook. » By birth, Joel 
Chandler Harris was one of those racial 
“ accidents ”". which have so often pro- 
duced the incalculable thing- genius. He 
was the only -son of a Georgia girl of 
good family and an Irish laborer who 
ran away with her and deserted her 
“within a short time of” the child's 
birth. The boy was given his mother's 





name and fortunately inherited her sturdi-

ness of character. But physically he bears” 
the brand o£ his paternity. The remark- 
able colored Portrait given as frontispiece 
to this biography shows the red hair, light 
blue eyes, and heavy Irish features of 
his father’s race. And who can say how 
much the Celtic strain may have had te 
do with his magical handling of the folk- 
lore he found to his hand?

place of his birth is in doubt, but it must — 


have been near the little middle Georgian — 
town of Eatonton, where his early -boy- 

hood was passed. He had only the 

meagre schooling of a Southern villige 

boy in the fifties. He was a mischievous 

lad, but with too much character to pro- 

long his boyhood at his hard-working 

mother’s expense, and with a germ of 

ambition that urged him to make the most 

of himself. : 

At 13 he found the chance that was to set 
him on his road, as.printer’s apprenti¢e on 
a unique periodical which held its own 
among Georgia journals till the close of the 
civil war. This was the “ Countryman,” 
edited and published on the plantation of 
“ Turnwold,” not far from Eatonton. Here 
he learned the first principles of newspaper 
work, here in the Turner library; remark- 
able for its time and place, he browsed 
among the classics, and here and on neigh- 
boring plantations he unconsciously satu- 
rated his memory with the speech and 
-stories of the race which he was to inter- 
pret for the world, years later. His liter- 
ary attempts at that time were of the pre- 
tentious and hifalutin order then in vogue; 
but they were a beginning. His talent for 
journalism was evident; it gave him a ré- 
spectable place, while still very young, on 
various Southern newspapers of the best 
standing, and led finally to his long con- 
nection with the “ Atlanta Constitution.” 
Meanwhile the “other fellow " had emerged 
as Uncle Remus, and the world embarrass- 
ingly laid itself at Joe Harris’s feet. * * * 
I have left no space for the story of his 
happy marriage; his long years at the 
“ West End " as central figure and beloved 
companion in an increasing household of 
children and grandchildren; his friendships 
and various literary enterprises. Nor can 
even a taste of his delightful letters be 


given. But all-these things are to be found 
in plenty, at least, within the covers’of a 
record in which filial affection never ob- 
scures the main object—to show the man 
as he was, in all the relations of his life aad 
of his art.

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ONE HUNRED FALL BOOKS 


HE war has brought about a rad- 
ical change in books, not only as 
to the number published, but as to 

the character of those most in demand. It 
was to be expected, of course, with the 
growing scarcity of the various materials 
used in book production, that there would 
be a greatly increased manufacturing cost 
and a corresponding increase in the retail 
price of books. For these reasons pub- 
lshers would inevitably cut down the aver- 
age number of volumes brought out each 
season, limiting themselves to what one 
might call books that are, in a sense, 
necessities and not luxuries. The novel, or 
the poem, or the volume of essays that 
had little or no merit, no genuine cause 
for existence, was not to be expected ata 
time when there was no room for waste, 
no desire for idle speculation. This expec- 
tation has been amply fulfilled, it is need- 
less to say, not only in che preliminary re- 
ports of what the publishers plan to do this 
season, but also in.what they actually 
have done from season to season ever 
since the eventful Summer of 1914. The 
number of books, as predicted from the 
first, has steadily decreased; but with this 
decrease there has been a fluctuation in 
the character of books published by no 
means easy to gauge in advance. This 
Fall these unlooked-for changes are par- 
ticularly noticeable, and this feature, to- 
gether with the relatively fewer number 
of books published, lends a peculiar in- 
terest to any analysis of the season’s pub- 
lications that may be undertaken. Such 
analysis it has always been the aim of 
THE New YorK Times REVIEW oF Books 
to furnish Its readers in a special AUTUMN 
Book NuMBER, the main feature of which 
is a descriptive list of the season’s leading 
publications. Following this custom, Taz 
Book Review will publish its AuTUMN 
Book Numsesr this year on Oct. 13, giving 
as the latter’s principal feature an anno- 
tated list of the season’s 100 leading books. 








ERETOFORE these special ists of 

books appearing in THE Boox RE- 
ViEw have shown a remarkable numerical 
preponderance in works of fiction over 
practically all other departments of litera- 
ture combined. This Fall, however, the 
compilers of the list have already found a 
surprising reversal In this order. Fiction 
Goes not hold the supremacy that used to 
belong to it year IN and year out. The 
novels and volumes of short stories pub- 
lished this seagon are fewer than ever be- 
fore. On the other hand, those works of 
fiction that are published this year have 
fewer titles among them that are below the 
average in quality, an indication that pub- 
Mshers have been more insistent than for- 
merly in their demand for a comparatively 
high standard of excellence. Or is It, 
perhaps, that fewer novels have actually 
been written during the last few years? 
In the place. of fiction, judging by a pre- 
Mminary survey of this year’s Fall Mst of 
books, there has beefi a sharked incréase 
in really important biographies, volumes 
ef poetry and essays. Over all other pub- 
lcations, however, “war books,” judged 
by quantity as well as by their obvious 
mews value, still continue in the lead—and

HO was the first English poet to give 
voice.to a certain strain, at least in 
the literature of England, of national self- 
depreciation? A discussion of the question 
occupies the two initial pages of a recent 
number of The London Times Literary | 
Supplement in which “the proud confi- 
dence of the great outbursts in ‘ Richard 
Il.,’ ‘Henry V.,’ and ‘King-John,’ are found 
to have been prolonged until the time of 
CoLERIDGE and WoRrDswoRTH.” Dr. JoHNSON, 
literary arbiter of the cighteenth century 
among England’s men of lettérs, still main- 
taine? that “ the English nation cultivated 
both their soil and their reason better than 
any other people.” And Jonnson, typical 
Briton «f his age, echoed the Elizabethan 
enthusiasm of SHAKESPEARE. But the 
change im attitude came -with the 
Napoleonic wars. CoLERIDGE and WorRrDs- 
WokRTH discevered in the latter the political 
greatness of France and maintained that 
there was a relatifs falling off in English 
idealism. WorDswokrn’s sonnet to MILTon, 
an eloquent apostrophe that is not destined 
to be forgotten, voices a critical feeling that 
was rife in the last days of the century: 


England hath need of thee; she is a fen 
Of stagnant waters; altar, sword, anu 


Fireside, "th the heroic wealth of hall and 
Have forfeited their ancient English 
dower 

Of inward happiness. 
And then came Brkon and SHELLEr, each 
more bitter than WorDswokTH, but show- 
ing in their invective a personal feeling 
that places them in a class by themselves 
among those poets who found England 
worthy of denunciation. This severely 
critical ‘spirit, however, was continued 
through the writings of CaRLYLE, RuskIn— 
who wrote of England, “ we have despised 
literature. We have despised nature. We 
have despised science. We have despised 
art. We despise compassion.” Even 
MaTTHEW AENOLD contributed to this 
wholesale national self-castigation. But 
the tide was turned by BrowninG and 
TENNYSON, and it is small wonder that the 
eloquently patriotic verse of these two 
poets has increased in popularity with 
English readers during the stress of war- 
time. Nevertheless, one wonders if the 
glory of England, her true nobility, her 
genuine democracy, was not sung quite as 
convincingly by the great predecessors of 
these two poets as by those who are quoted 
‘More approvingly today. There are times 
“when brave, relentless criticism forms, 
creatively, a finer tribute than mere praise, 
and England lives today quite as much in 
the verse of SHELLEY and Byrkon and, 
later, in that of SwINBUENE, as in the 
Patriotic poems of TENNYSON. 





RE are certain features, events in 

the war, of such commanding im- 
portance that a consideration of the various 
phases and problems presented by them 
will occupy critical students of history for 
a long time to come. During the last four 
years, crowded though these have been 
with happenings of the highest importance, 
there has probably been no single event’ 
more sensational, more far-reaching in 
its consequences than the sinking of the 
Lusitania. Public opinion in this country 
as regards that fateful crime of the sea 
was formed long ago, and time has not 
softened the feeling of indignation, of out- 
raged humanity aroused by this act of con- 
summate barbarism. Not*until now, how- 
ever, has the final, official verdict been 
rendered in the case. This verdict is con- 
tained in the decision of the United States 
court, by Judge J. M. Mayer, on the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, the full text of which 
ts given in the October number of THE

=mnE. This decision comprises the final 
finding of the Government as to the re- 
sponsibility of the Germans for this crime, 
and the exhaustive analysis that it gives 
of the various facts involved in the case 
will doubtless have high authoritative value 
in future peace discussions.

The country was still divided into two 
factions--one upholding the sovereign 
character of the States and the other 
insisting upon larger powers for the 
Federal Government. The election of 
Thomas Jefferson to the Presidency 
was a momentary victory for the 
former. The defeat of the Federal 
Party occurred in November, 1800. Jef- 
ferson could not be inaugurated until 
March 4, 1801. During the four months 
that intervened the Federalists executed 
the most remarkable coup d'état in 
American history. They had lost the 
executive and legislative branches of 
the Government. They determined 
however, to hold the judicial. * * * 
Nowthe Federalist Party was to demon- 
strate that instead of being the weakest 
the judiciary was the strongest of the 
three departments of power, for it 
enacted, on the eve of its ejection from 
control, a law adding six new Circuit 
and twenty-two District Judges to the 
Federal Judiciary. More than this, 
President Adams, within twenty days 
of the expiration of his term, took 
John Marshall. out of his Cabinet, in 
which he was Secretary of State, and 
appointed him Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. The 
importance of this action upon the de- 
velopment of the Federalistic spirit in 
the United States cannot be overesti- 
mated. In the appointment of Marshall 
the doom of the doctrine of the sover- 
eignty of the States was sealed. Still 
further, the time was to come, in the 
evolution of Federalism, when the Su- 
preme Court would direct the strength 
and especially the wealth of society by 
decisions affecting the organization of 
gigantic corporations, involving the 
regulation and distribution of swollen 
fortunes, 


In this paragraph is expressed the 
nucleus of the historical analysis presented 
fn Mr. West’s valuable and pertinent 
treatise. In his chapter, “ The Federalistic 
Influence of John Marshall,” he ‘recalls 
some of his most important decisions be- 
tween 1801 and 1835, “the formative period 
of the nation.” In the Marbury case “ he 
declared that the Supreme Court had the 
right to review the acts of the National 
Legislature and of the Executive—a decla- 
ration accepted today without protest, but 
very revolutionary to the public mind in 
1803." There were the decisions in the 
cases of the United States vs. Peters, 
of Fletcher vs. Peck, of McCulloch vs. 
Maryland, of Cohens vs. Virginia, in all 
thirty-six decisions which Marshall wrote 
in connection with Federal questions. The 
decision in the Dartmouth College case still 
“ stands today as the main element of sta- 
bility In corporate enterprise.” In the case 
of Gibbons vs. Ogden the contention of 
New York State to exclusive jurisdiction 
over river navigation was swept aside with 
a ruthless hand. “ More than this, the 
power of the United States to regulate 
commerce among the States was set forth 
with such lucidity and emphasis that the 
principles which Marshall enunciated re- 
main practically unchanged to the present 
day.” 

Between the death of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall and the beginning of the civil war 
there was “a marked indisposition on the 
part of the American people squarely to 
face the issue of centralized government.” 
But the Southern rebellicn forced that issue 
and during the war the necessities of cen- 
tralization and decision in wartime ac- 
customed the people to accept without ques- 
tion the most drastic pre-emptions of au- 
thority by the Government. There was the 
substitution of a national for a State sys- 
tem of banking and currency; the creation 
of a national militia system to occupy the 
field once held by the State systems, and 
the sweeping jurisdiction conferred by the 
Habeas Corpus act upon the national judic- 
lary at the expense of the State courts. 
After the war “ the doctrine of paramount 
necessity " made for a steady increase (cul- 
minating in the vast centralization that 
has taken place since our entrance in the 
war with Germany) in Federal powers. 

One of the most interesting chapters in 
the book is the one called “ Federal Power 
as a Political Issue,” in which Mr. West 
attributes the failures of the Democratic 
Party to their anachronistic adherence to 
the principle enunciated in their first. party 
platform in 1840: “ Resolved, That the 
Federal Government is one of limited 
powers.” In 1884 a “ light: broke upon the 
Demncecratie vision,”” but in 1888 and 1892 
it mgain mvited defeat by “a strict con- 
struction of the Constitution.” For Mr. 
West is an ardent believer in the in- 
evitablity of Federalism, going so far 
as to say that “the merging of 
Federalism into Sqcialism is already 





apparent.” He believes that many of the 
wartime powers of the State will remain 
‘vested in theGovernment after the war 
and that it will assume other -functions 


also; the regulation of education, for in- . 


stance. As Mr. Roosevelt says in a letter. 
to the author: “ The subject. with which 
you deal is so vast and so complicated that 
it is well-nigh impossible to treat all its 
aspects exhaustively in any volume of 
moderate length,” but Mr. West has cer- 
tainly succeeded in writing a highly valu- 
able and stimulating essay which is as 


readable as it is important for the questions 
it raises.

FTER stating that his purpose is to 
Present in simple form a few of the 
most striking incidents in the Ameri- 
can Diplomatic Service, the author re- 
marks that though the Hohenzollerns still 
affect a fondness for secret diplomacy, it is 
almost a lost art. He adds: *‘ The Hohen- 
zollern Ministers have not been able to 
achieve the. dizzy heights of deception and 
the infinite finesse and delicate touch 
which were the characteristi¢s of the fine 
game of intrigue and counterplot as con- 
cocted in the mystic chambers of subtle 
Cardinals and imaginative Ministers of the 
Talleyrand period a hundred years ago.’’ 
Then he goes on to tell us how Benjamin 
Franklin, ‘‘ one of the greatest diplomats 
of all time,’’ appeared in Paris in 1776, at 
70 years of age, ‘' with instructions to 
make a commercial treaty with France, 
and to obtain such recognition as he could 
for the new Republic.’’ How successful he 
was is a matter of history that every Amer- 
iean schoolboy knows or should know. The 
hand that Gouverneur Morris took in the 
French Revolution is graphically set forth 
in another chapter, while the way in 
which Robert R. Livingston, of the famous 
New York family, who was American Min- 
ister in Paris in the early years of the nine- 
teenth century, circumvented the shrewd 
plans of Napoleon and his advisers, makes 
one of the most striking episodes in the 
volume. Considerable space is given to 
John Hay and the Venezuelan controversy 
with Germany, when the Kaiser suffered 
one of several setbacks that have faced him 
in American diplomacy. While Mr. Page 
has not, offered anything new in his most 
interesting book, he has presented in con- 
cise form a number of important happen- 
ings which heretofore have been confined 
to official reports and newspaper columns. 
He has the faculty of picking out the real 
dramatic moments in the matters he con- 
siders and of offering them in a striking 
way that brings out their full value. In- 
struction as well as pleasure can be prom- 
ised to the reader in Mr. Page’s work. He 
has made a valuable contribution to 
American letters as well as to the political 
history of his country.

R. BERRY makes a comprehensive 
survey of the brief history of avia- 

tion and of its rapid and immense develop- 
ment under the stimulus of war. His 
scheme of treatment comprehends that de- 
velopment in both war and commerce; 
although for the latter there is, up to the 
present time, but little to be said, and 
even that little is mainly in prognostica- 
tion. But Mr. Berry gives ample atten- 
tion to both achieved fact and future possi- 
bilities. 
has been done in the war bythe airservices 
of the chief belligerents. Achapter compar- 
ing the status of that service in the sev- 
eral countries at the beginning of the war 
is especially interesting. Alone of all the 
nations, Germany and France had paid 
even a moderate attention to air develop- 
ment, the former with direct application to 
war uses, the latter having in view mainly 
the possibilities of air navigation and the 
desire to develop them. France met the 
invading enemy with between 500 and 600 
fairly serviceable machines, whose great 
diversity in type led to much confusion and 
delay in the effort to keep up repairs upon 
all of them and to enlarge production at 
the same time. Germany had over 600 
airplanes, standardized throughout, with 
factories turning out spare parts and new 
planes in quantity, with every item in 
method, training, and organization ar- 
ranged beforehand in detail. In August 
of 1914 Great Britain, says Mr. Berry, ‘‘ by 
a tremendous effort scraped together and 
sent over to France eighty-two hines.’’

GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS 


WARTIME CONTROL OF INDUSTRY. The 
experience of England... By Howard L. 
Gray. New York: The Macmillan Com- 
pany. 

E are doing so many things in the 
British way regarding Government 
control of industry and trade, and Eng- 

land has made so much greater prog- , 

ress than we, due to her longer war ex- 

perience, that much interest attaches to 
this coherent account of the manner in 
which England shook -off its laissez faire 
principles. The record is still incomplete, 
but so far as’it has been made up it has 
been brought down to date from authen- 
tic sources. It is useful to remark that 
the economic and _ political changes 
marched together. As the Liberal Gov- 
ernment passed into a coalition Govern- 
ment, and that into a war Government, 
the control of private affairs became more 
complete. It is a marvelous record of pa- 
tience on the part of the controlled indus- 
tries, and of persistence upon a determined 
policy on the. part of the Government. The 
chief blemish was the opposition of the 
colliers, who started something little less 
than industrial revolt. Our trouble with 
the coal trade is more with transportation 
than with the miners, but with us, as with 

England, the tendency is constantly to- 

ward control, ‘‘ as complete as a Socialist 

would desire."’ The same is true regard- 
ing railways. In England one railway can- 
celed 500 trains and shut 44 stations, 

while all railways raised their rates 50 

per cent. in England and 25 per cent. with 

us. Socialist control may be as complete 
as Socialists desire, but Socialists can hard- 
ly wel the d stration that Govern- 
raent control means reduction of facilities 
aad increase of costs to patrons of rail- 
ways. In like manner control of wool, 
food, shipping, leather, and commodities is 
taken up historically and comparatively, 
and the final chapter reviews all with con- 
clusions and comparisons. England was 
traditionally the land of free trade and 
laissez faire. 

The United States was accustomed to 
Government intervention by its policy of 
protection. Yet England went further and 

* faster in the direction of Government con- 

trol of industry for war reasons, and the 
United States is still relying to a larger de-

THE STOLEN CREDENTIALS. By Octave,

This excellent boy’s story brings us back 
to the days when Horatio Alger was daily 
fare. Except that the prolific Alger’s fab- 
rications never had the ingenuity, the 
freshness, the diversity of locale and inci- 
dent that this yarn has. It is a pre-civil 
war story, begins in France, in Paris and 
in Hayre, moves to America, “ switches 
back,” as the movie people say, to the 
Mexican war, brings the hero into our own 
civil war, and, for good measure, throws 
in a flavoring of Mexican politics under 
the reign of the bizarre Maximilian. There 
-is a solid. historical background to the 
book and we do not know a better way to 
impart to the young an _ elementary 
knowledge of the outstanding facts of his- 
tory. The author’s method in this regard 
is clear and unobtrusive: 


In the meantime Mexico had passed 
through a crisis. Maximilfan and Car- 
lotta had established their court in the 
capital, and the landed gentry were 
paying their respects at Chapultepec. 
All good Mexicans hoped that Maximil- 
ian had come to stay. They did not 
know that Bazaine, the arch-conspirator 
and champion traitor, sent by Napoleon 
ITI., ostensibly to assist Maximilian, 
was already at work undermining the 
fil-fated Emperor with the expectation 
of proclaiming himself in his place. 
But these are historical events and re- 
quire only incidental mention. 


The story itself is well-planned and holds 
the interest throughout. After you read 
several score of the Alger books you got so 
you knew the formula. “ The Stolen Cre- 
dentials ” is built on formula, too, but it 
is a fresh and diverting formula, one that 
any youngster would enjoy.

of ideas is always fascinating; the 

genesig. and development of a 

creative impulse are curiously 
alike in their processes, -whether the 
culminating work is a poem or a 
scientific theory. Shakespeare stirred 
te production by something living in 
the dry bones of an old play; Newton 
and the falling apple; Leonardo and the 
swinging pendulum—these are all essen- 
tially of a kind, the creative imagination 
unsatisfied till it remakes life. It is by 
the possession of this supreme endowment 
that George Westinghouse reached his 
singular eminence. And the invention 
which first made his.name a household 
word in the civilized worid, the Westing- 
house airbrake, took roet in his mind by 
just such an intuition which for want of a 
better name we term genius. 

Traveling one day from Schenectady te 
Troy, the train on which George Westing- 
house was riding was suddenly held up by 
the débris of a wreck; two heavily loaded 
freight trains had collided:

The day was clear, the roadbed at 
that point was level, the track was 
well railed and smooth and straight; it 
seemed as if a collision could hardly 
have occurred except through gross 
carelessness. Westinghouse suggested 
as much to one of the company’s em- 
ployes who was standing near supervis- 
img the clearing of the track. 

“ No,” answered the man, “ the engi- 
neers saw each other, and both tried 
their best to stop, but they couldn't.” 

be Why not? Wouldn't the brakes 


can’t stop a train in a moment.” 

The remark rang in the young man’s 
ears the rest of the day. Fortunately, 
ne lives had been lost in the wreck, 
but his train was delayed so long that 
he missed his appointment, and ioe 
annoyance gave pungency to qu 
which kept rising in his mind: They 
hadn't time? Why not? Suppose one 
of thoge trains had been full ef passen- 
gers instead of freight? Here was a 
subject even better worth studying 
than the replacement of derailed cars, 
which had commanded so much of his 
attention as the result of an earlier 
accident. 

Obviously, the key to the collision 
lay in the lapse of time between the 
“ down brakes " whistle and the clamp- 
ing of the brake shoes on the wheels. 
The engineers doubtless acted quickly 
enough when they apprehended the dan- 
ger; but if, instead of sounding a sig- 
nal to several other men, these twe 
had been able to apply the brakes in- 
stantly themselves, the possibilities of 
damage would at least have been re- 
duced to a minimum. How could this 
be made practicable? 


For some time the problem remained in 
hts mind, but the solutions he devised for 
it were either impractical or faulty in 
some vital way. Then, one day, at the 
noon hour, a young girl came through the 
Westinghouse plant trying to sell sub 
scriptions to a magazine called ‘* The Liv- 
ing Age.” Westinghouse finally consented 
te buy a copy, being interested in an arti- 
ele entitled “ In the Mont Cenis Tunnel.” 


The article told how the engineers in 
charge of the tunnel had first consid- 
ered following the usual practice of 
sinking vertical shafts or wells from 
the upper surface at convenient dis- 
tances apart, and cutting through 
horizontally from one of-these to an- 
ether; but all the shafts would have 
been of enormous depth, and one of 
them, it was estimated, would have 
required nearly forty years to bore, so 
that plan had to be abandoned and the 
tunnel opened from its opposite ends, 
the respective gangs working their 
way toward each other. +s 
About the same time three Itallan en- 
gineers, who had been experimenting 
with compressed air as a motor for 
driving -a railway train up a steep in- 
cline in the Apennines, conceived the 
idea that the combination of the alr 
moter with the drilling machine would 
solve the tunnel-boring problem. The 
power would cost nothing and, in- 
stead of consuming air, would supply 
it to the workmen. “ The result,” the 
article continued, “has been a per- 
forating machine, moved by commen 
air compressed to one-sixth its natural 
bulk, and consequently, when set free, 
exercising, an expansive-force equal to 
six atmospheres.” 

With a triumphant ejaculation, 
Westinghouse sprang from his chatr, 
and threw the open magazine down on 
the table. At last he had the answer 
to the riddle! If compressed air could 
be conveyed through three thousand 
feet of pipe and yet retain enough 
efficiency to drive a drill through the 
solid stone heart of a mountain chain, 
it could certainly be carried the length 
of a railroad train and still exert the 
force required to Set the brakes on 
the hindmost car. 


The story of how the plan was ‘preposed 
and patented and Grede supreme 9ver 
rivals—‘’ the battle of the brakes,’’ the bi- 
ographer picturesquely calls it—is well told 
by the author. Then came the experiments 
with alternating current machinery for the 
transmission of electric power for leag dis- 
tances, described in the,chapters ** The 
Ceoatest of the Currents”’ and “ The 





Struggie Im New York,’’ where the news- 
paper campaign against electric wiring in 
the streets was carried. on with a vehe- 
mence that seems incredible now. Then 
came the organization of the great ‘*‘ Elec- 
tric and Manufacturing Company,’’ the 
failurs, of which in 1907 is described by 
an eminent economist, Professor Dewing, in 
his “ Corporate Promotions and Reorgani- 
zations "’ as “‘ in point of size, the most 
considerable mercantile failure America 
has ever witnessed.” This failure result- 
ed in the retirement of Mr. Westinghouse 
from the company, though by no means 
his retirement from active life. The bi-. 
ographer makes the reasons for the fail- 
ure of the company and Mr. Westing- 
house’s retirement perfectly clear: the 
truth was, that a genius on the mechanical 
side of industry, Mr. Westinghouse was

WOMAN’S quest for that house of

Per- 
dita herself, “all lover * © © permanently 
in love with love,’’ as Celia describes her, 
is a likable if occasionally rather priggish 
heroine, more appealing as a child and 
very young girl than as the central figure 
tm the various love episodes which férm 
the latter portion of the book. Her ad- 
venture at the well, and those evenings 
spent sitting om a park bench with young, 
penniless Parker Gordon mark the mo- 
ments of her strongest appeal. The novel 
is a theughtful one, and seems to have 


been a labor of love.

It is in 
the characters, in their. talk, and in the 
situations. There is some-good work in 
the depiction of character, aside from that 
of the lost-and-found Mary, especially in 
Mary’s mother, who is a real person and 
@ charming woman, and in her foster 
mother, who, although one sees her but a 
few times, takes hold of one’s heart. _In- 
deed, with the exception of Mary and her 
mother, the author succeeds better in mak- 
ing her characters seem real when shé 
gives mere glimpses of them than when 
they are more frequently centres of atten- 
tion. The expansive Mr. Peavey and the 
slow and silent but manly Henry Martin, 
for instance, both take on the form and 
substance of reality, while Mrs. Jaffrey’s 
elderly admirer, of whom we see and hear 


much; remains a vague figure veiled in 
words.

HE “ Runaway Woman ” of the title is 
one Susan Herkimer. She lived in 
one room in a city street called Pleas- 
ant Lane, which was anything but 
Pleasant, and did light housekeeping for 
herself and for Herkimer, who had taken 
her out of the factory when she was only 
17. She had never thought of asking her- 
self whether she loved him, but she had 
wanted to get away from the factory. 
- After a while he took to staying out very 
late every Saturday night, and there 
wasn’t very much for. Susan to do, and 
she had never seen >the country, of which 
she cherished an ideal taken from a picture 
in a Sunday newspaper. _ So she decided to 
run away and go to the country, and walk 
through fields and beside brooks, and at 
night get shelter by helping women with 
their “housework. The novel is the story 
of how she carried out her plan. 

Much to her surprise, she found country 
people in general very. suspicious of a 
strange woman who came wandering 
along, and she had some very disagreeable 
experiences. However, a blacksmith, into 
whose place she once retreated frem the 
rain, immediately asked her to marry him, 
and, of course, she presently met a man 
who became her trayeling companion. 
Equally, of course, they were obliged to 
pass themselves off as husband and wife, 
which was somewhat awkward, especially 
in the country hotel where Susan became 
a sort of combination cook and waitress, 
enjoying herself greatly. ‘“ Her hands de- 
lighted. in the touch of dough, of meats. 
* * * The homely symphony of the kitch- 
en noises was as a siren song in her 
ears,” declares the masculine author. But 
this bliss of washing greasy pans and 
broiling herself over a hot stove was of 
comparatively short duration. And after 
a while Herkimer accidentally encountered 
her, and she found herself in much per- 
plexity. But being an entirely upright 
as well as an entirely unsophisticated per- 
gon, she resolved to sacrifice herself. Thén 
Fate kindly intervened in her behalf, and 
when we leave her her troubles are at an 
end.

JN this novel Mr. Stacpoole has quitted . 


his familiar. vein of adventure and ‘the 

; ‘He has managed to. imbue 
“The Ghost Girl’’ with a golden haze 
of unreality, a tenuous film of otherworld- 
liness. His heroine is an Irish girl, given 
to melancholy moods, Druidical imagin- 
ings. It is a surprise t+ us when she says 
to Mrs. Hennessey that she doesn’t know 
Synge and Yeats; certainly the author. of 
the ever-delightful ‘‘ Land of Heart’s De- 
sire ’’ would:have struck a responsive 
. chord in the mind of ‘‘ Phyl '’ Berknowles, 
with his fairies and elfs. Phyl is so emi- 
nently. susceptible! In the very beginning, 
when young Pinckney from Charleston, 
Ss. C., comes to assume the guardianship 
of her. property she runs out into the 
woods and fancies that she hears his voice, 


feels that she has known him ‘before,’ 


though she has never seen him. She is

Young Pinckney is her cousin, .but she 

cannot quite forgive him for having taken 

her away from her Irish domicile.

“‘ knew ’’ Poe and all the prominent lit- 
erary figures of the ante-bellum South. 

‘ Phyl asks Maria while they are out in the 
barouche one day (Maria will have none 
-of automobiles!) whether she has ever~ 
read “ The Gold Bug” : 

Why, I knew Poe when I was a child 
(cried Miss Pinckney) and I have sat 
on his knee and I can see his face— 
what a face it was! and the coat he 
wore—it had a velvet collar—his teeth 
were beautiful, and his hair—beautiful 
glossy hair it was, but it was not hand- 
some as people use that expression, he 
was extraordinary, such eyes—and the. 
most wonderful voice in the world. 
I’m 75 years of age and he died in 
October ’49, and I met him three years 
before he died, so you see I was a 
pretty small child. It was at Fordham. 
He’d just taken a cottage there for his 
wife, who was ailing with consumption, 
and my aunt, Mary Pinckney, who was 
a friend of the Osgoods, took me there. 
Mr. Stacpoole has created a real char- 
acter in Miss Pinckney, and in describing 
**'The Vernons,’’ her home, and her rela- 
tions with the servants he communicates 
successfully the atmosphere of tre most de- 
lightfully flavored life in the American 
scene. In the beautiful old garden of the 
Vernons Phyl spends hours of dreamy 
communion, thinking of -her maternal 
grandaunt, Juliet Mascarene, whom she 
strikingly resembles. Juliet had a tragic 
story, had fallen in love with a dashing 
young Southerner, who was killed at Fort 
Sumter, and had herself died of grief soon 
after. It seems to Phyl at times, 
highly imaginative as she is, that she is 
Juliet reincarnated. She comes across 
Juliet’s letters in her room and falls com- 
pletely under the spell of the old town and 
the old house and garden and the old, 
faintly scented, tragic memory. 

It is this absorption with an other-self 
that gives the book its title and something 
of its elusive quality. The heroine is, as it 
were, constantly engaged in antiphonal 
communion with a dead past. The reader 
waits, with a growing expectancy, to see 
what is the real truth, what will happen. 
But he is disappointed. The theme so in- 
triguingly hinted at is not developed. The 
machinery used for the dénouement is trite 
and rather too weighty for the airy fabric 
of this fragile romance.

In each... country, . however, it: consti- 
tutes. a minority, and is in no ‘position 
to menace the Governments of the al- 
lied countries, or to block the 
achiéverent of the allied aims. Nev- 
ertheléss; ’ ‘that elément exists, and in 
certain: - “unforeseen -contingencies it 
may become a’ danger which must al- 
ways. be guarded against. 

** Here, for instance, ‘is a. condition 
under, which. pacifism. .and . defeatism 
might, become. dangerous:. ‘Being ob- 
sessed with a “notion that immediate 


peace’ is ‘both ‘desirable and possible, 
| that element ‘is always ready to wel- 
-come: Germany’s peace overtures, no 


matter show false or insincere they 
may’ be. - Hence, if Germany, realiz- 
ing that she. is: defeated, should with 
extraqrdinary, cunning pyt. forth a 
plausible and adroitly.. planned pro- 
gram for peace—as she is likely to do 
Within the next few weeks—the pac- 
ifists and defeatists, joined by a cer- 
tain number of wabbly, weak-kneed, 
and sentimental’ people, will. immedi- 
ately make a loud outcry to end the 
war. . Under: certain conditions, of 
course, ‘that might .be the means of 
inflicting upon the cause of the Allies 
a greater defeat than it has ever re- 
ceived on the battlefield. 

‘*One would naturally say that 
pacifist and-defeatist elements of this 
character would be powerless at a 
time .when. the Allies are pushing 
forward every day to.a decisive vic- 
tory.. One would think that under 
such conditions. the defeatists. would 
be silenced. On. the contrary, with 
extraordinary adroithess they can use 
victory. as. an. argument fer peace as 
much as they, could use defeat. Just 
as in the dark days of allied reversals 
the defeatists would cry that there was 
no longer any, use in continuing the 
war, and that a settlement had better 
be reached by immediate negotiations, 
s0 now, in-the days of allied victory, 
they cry that Germany is already de- 
feated, that there is no use in going 
on with war and. wasting human. life, 
that the Allies can--now achieve by 
immediate negotiations all that they 
could possibly, achieve by fighting. 

" .Superficially, that is a highly at- 
tractive line of argument. It. can be 
used. by the pacifists on proper. occa. 
sion with’ grest ees and it tends to 
stren théir 
numbérs. After all, it is very easy for 
people who are blind to the deeper 
significance of the. -war to ‘succumb 
to such an argument—more so in time 
of victory than in: time of defeat. 
Not realizing the definite conditions 
under which a desirable peace can be 
accomplished, they readily throw up 
their- hands, and cry: ‘ The Germans 
are licked—why not talk peace at once 
—why zo on with the slaughter? ’ 

“*"Most: curious of .all is the source 
from which the pacifist spirit ema- 
nated in Great Britain. Thé_ pacifist 
bloc- “in. Great’ Britain; strangely 
enough, brings; tegether the two most 
opposite: and: antagonistic classes in 
that: country. First comes the ex- 
treme Tory aristo¢racy, of which Lerd 
Lansdowne. and other notable peers 
are Shining -examples, “and, second, 
working with..them ih closest har- 
mony, ‘we find. the radical labor ele- 
ment, which is inspired as much as 
ever by a dream. of internationalism 
which it hopes to accomplish upon the 
conclusion. of the war. In times of 
peace these groups were the opposite 
extremes of -British society. Now 
they appear to be working elbow to 
elbow in the demand that the war 
should be ended. as soon as possible. 

** The conservative aristocratic and 
Tory element wants peace because it 
is terrorized with the idea that the war 
will pile up. colossal debts and create 
a social condition so menacing that 
the whole structure of caste will be de- 
stroyed,' and English aristocracy. will 
be thenceforth deprived of the privi- 
leges which it holds so dear. 
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‘* The other group wants an imme- 
diate end to, the -war because of an 
obsession that no war under any cir- 
cumstances ‘could be justifiable, and 
because of a hallucination that the 
conclusion of ‘the war will open all the 
sooner the path to an ideal state of 
socialism. All these people together 
are not numerically strong enough at 
the present time to count very much 
as an influence upon the Government. 

** But, outside of those two groups, 
the mass of the people is resolutely 
committed to carrying on the war 
clear to the end—to a defeat of Ger- 
many that will be unmistakable. That 
element is by far in the majority. Up 
to the present time it has been in con- 
trol of the Government and its poli- 
cies and will continue in such control, 
from all -immediate indications. <A 
general election is likely to take place 
and, despite a lot of noise to the con- 
trary, there is absolutely no reason to 
doubt that the Lloyd George Govern- 
ment: will come out of the election 
with a handsome indorsement, a new 
and stronger mandate from the people 
to make -victory unshakable and s¢é- 
cure,”’ 

At. the. present time, Mr. Russell 
pointed out, England isso fired with 
the spirit of victory that the factions 
calling for peace by negotiation are 
often compelled to modify their pro- 
posals considerably or withdraw them 
entirely. 


“Here is an instance,” said Mr. 
Russell, “‘ of the peculiar situation in 
Great Britain: The British National 
Trade Union Congress met at Derby, 
Sept. 3, representing 4,500,000 mem- 
bers of organized labor. The dele- 
gates cast the votes of members. at 
home in blocks, one delegate cast- 
ing in some instances as much as 
50,000 votes. The program of the 
congress is always carefully pre- 
pared in advance. On this occasion 
there had been prepared a resolu- 
tion. demanding negotiations for an 
immediate peace which the congress 
originally intended to pass. Between 
the time the resolution was prepared, 
however, and the meeting of the con- 
gress, there had been a succession. of 
British victori¢s. which had _ greatly 
arouséd the national spirit, and the 
congress decided that it would ‘be un- 
wise to. pass the original resolution, 
and substituted in its stead one which 
declared that peace negotiations should 
be begun as soon as Germahy was 
driven out of Northern France and 
Belgium.” 

When asked to describe the present 
composition and tendencies of the 
British Labor Party with reference to 
the war, Mr. Russell said: 

‘‘ The British Labor Party at the 
present time is a composite organiza- 
tion made up of numerous subsidiary 
units, like the Independent Labor 
Party, the British Socialist Party, and 
other organizations. It holds now 
about fifty seats in the House of Com- 
mons and it is fairly certain, if there 
is to: be an election, that the number 
of seats of this party will be increased. 
The increase will probably be marked, 


because the British Labor Party works. 


in this fashion. If the Independent 
Labor Party puts up a man in a cer- 
tain borough and he is elected, he is 
immediately counted as a member of 


the British Labor Party, because the’ 


British Labor Party has indorsed him. 
In other words, the British Labor 
Party is a loose term under the head 
of which fall a number of organiza- 
tions, which, curiously enough, seem 
to be divergent and irreconcilable in 
their. views with respect to certain im- 
portant issues. 

‘Thus the Independent ‘Labor 
Party is out-and-out pacifist, whereas 
the majority of the organizations 
whose members constitute the British 
Labor Party appear to be supporting 
the war. The British Labor Party 
held a meeting in London. To an out- 


sider the thing seemed to be extremely 
confused. The meeting broke off. its 
relations with the Government, abro- 
gating its so-called treaty of: peace,-by. 
which the. Labor Party agreed to go 
along and support the. Lloyd George 
Government in its prosecution of the 
war. At the same tite, the party 
allowed the various representatives, 
who are Ministers in the Lloyd George 
Government, to continue to hold their 
positions—leaving the: entire situation 
in a state of complete obscurity.as to 
exactly where the party stood. 





leaders of the other units that fall 
under the British Labor Party, jthe 
voices of Ramsay. MacDonald and 
Arthur Henderson ring out loudest. 
Before leaving the general subject 
of England, Mr. Russell pointed out 
there had suddenly come to a head in 
that country a movement, flavoring 
strongly of Bolshevism, which might 
have ‘important consequences in the 
near future. This movement he de- 
scribed as the ‘‘ Shop Steward Move- 
ment,” which’ has been little heard of 
in this country, although, according 
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“In ‘its’ general. idea, the ‘British 
Labor Party isto secure .control- of 
the Government of Great Britain for 
the sake: of carrying: out:a general 
program of proletarian benefit, which 
goes under the nanie of industrial de- 
mocracy. What. such a - program 
means concretely, just how it’ would 
be*carried out, is difficult to ascer- 
tain because at the present time the 
voices behind it are still speaking in 
terms of generalities.” 

While the Independent Labor Party; 
of which Ramsay MacDonald and 
Arthur Henderson are; the: leaders, 
constitutes but a small minority of 
the entire British’ Labor Party, . Mr. 
Russell said, the pacifist and Bolshe-

form themselves into shop units, and

the desired conpitions of employment. 

** Curiously enough,’’ said Mr.-Rus- 
sell, ‘*the shop steward* movement 
pays no attention to trade union affili- 
ations, even though the great major- 
ity of the workers are members. of 
trade unions. It is a development en- 
tirely independent of trade unions and 
marks a new epoch in English indus- 
trialism. The shop steward move- 
ment in England makes it appear that 
in certain contingencies after the war, 
or even before the end of the war, the 
allied countries may have a form of 
Bolshevism to deal with. As yet the 
shop steward movement in England 
has acquired no political flavor. The 
British Labor Party is more or less 
afraid to tough it. It is generally 
feared that once the shop stewards are 
brought into the party they will soon 
take dominant control of the whole 
organization.’’ 


During his last visit to France, Mr. 
Russell said he was thrilled by the 
spirit in which the French people lived 
under the trials of the war. Steadfast 
and resolute, the French people wish 
for peace, but only for such a peace 
as can be achieved by the complete 
and unqualified defeat of Germany. 

‘* The spirit of France,’’ he said, ‘‘ is 
too fine, too noble for anything less 
than victory—and to victory the peo- 
ple are determined to sacrifice every- 
thing they have. They have suffered 
terribly from this war, yet they are 
determined to go on with the job no 
matter how much more it may cost. 
In spite of the staggering losses which 
they have borne, the terrible priva- 
tion, the masses of the people are ab- 
solutely unmoved by any |. thought 
other than the determination to win 
this war. 

“ I.-was in Paris during a bombard- 
ment from one of the giant German 
guns. The city was exposed to the 
explosion of those frightful bombs at 
intervals of fifteen or twenty minutes. 
No one knew where the next bomb 
would drop. No one knew but that, 
in the next moment, there would be 
an explosion that would hurl him and 


leverybody around him into infinity. 


Yet the life of Paris went on exactly 
the same. People sat outside the res- 
taurants, ate and chatted, walked 
along the street, paying attention to 
nothing but the affairs of their daily 
lives, determined to emit no whimper, 
show no sign of fear, no matter how 
close the danger, greeting each fright- 
ful concussion bringing death in its 
wake with a laugh or a remark of 
contempt for the boche. 

“ That is.the spirit of France today 
—something wonderful to behold. 

“In France, however, as in Eng- 
land, there is an element that is ob- 
sessed with the idea of immediate 
peace. There is a Socialist bloc dedi- 
cated to the dream of a Utopia, funda- | 
mentally stronger than in England. 
Yet in France there are very few 
pacifists of the kind we know in, 
America—that is, conscientious objec- 
tors. In other words, there are no 
‘ peace-at-any-price’ people there. 
The peace element in France believes 
that a desirable peace may be obtained 
by sitting around the table, but it in- 
sists, however, firmly upon the resto- 


habilitation of Belgium, and holds 
that, if these objects cannot be ob- 
tained in any way other than by the 
wan, then the war must go on. But 
all France, outside of these dreamers, 
has its jaws clamped on the tasks of 
the war. 

“The pacifist element is led by 
Longuet and Sembat. It has quite a 
representation in the Chamber, more 
than it would have if another election 
were held, because many of the mem- 
bers of this factiofi are holdovers. 
These men are always assuring you 
that the Government is to be over- 
thrown. When the Malvy case came 


buttonhole you in dark corners. and 
whisper in your ear, as if they 
had it on secret and undeniable au- 
thority: ‘ Malvy will be acquitted and 
the Government will be overthrown} 

‘* Malvy, ‘however, was convicted, 
and-thé* Government: was not over- 
thrown: “Had he been acquitted, the 
Government would have gone on just 
the same: The Ioyalty ‘behind the 
Clemenceau Government is solid and 
unshakable for the simple reason that 
Clemenceau is the exact expresaion of 
the will and, spirit of the great major- 
ity of the French people, and, as such, 
he has their fullest and wholé-lhearted 
support.’’ 

Discussing the situation in Italy, 
Mr. Russell declared that in that 
country the outcry for peace was due 
largely to the dire economic needs. of, 
the ,masses, which have suffered 
greatly in the last two years from 
shortage of coal and food. 

‘* In Italy. as in France,’’ he sald, 
** socialism is on a very different foot- 
ing than in Dngland or this country. 
The Socialist movement in Italy and 
France represénts a large and impor- 
tant group in the political life of those 
nations. ‘In Italy, the Socialist Party 
has come to a split. The official So- 
cialist Party, which embraces the ma- 
jority .of the members of the party, 
is pacifist, and demands the imme- 
diate end of the war. There is a 
strong Socialist minority, however, 
which is fervently in favor of the 
prosecution of the war until victory is 
achieved. 

‘* The official Socialist Party con- 
trols the party newspapers and the 
majority of the Socialist Deputies in 
the Italian Chamber. The war Social- 
ists, however, include the ablest mem- 
bers of the party and make up in abil- 
ity what they lack in numbers. 

‘* Italy was last Winter without coal 
and the suffering of the people was 
intense. Only the rich could afford 
the luxury of fuel. To add to the 
hardships, the Winter was severe and 
unusually long. 

‘There is also, in towns and vil- 
lages, a distressing shortage of food. 
Transportation facilities are subject to 
grave intérruptions owing to: ‘the 
shortage of coal and still further dis- 
tress is caused by the enforced shut- 
ting down of the factories. 

‘* Furthermore; it° must’ be ¢éiiiem- 
bered, in viewing the Italian situation, 
that the Socialist movement there was 
almost always more or less syndical- 
istic in character, ‘and syndicalists 
everywhere seem to have some 
strange, irrational sympathy with the 
wild-eyed Bolsheviki. At the same 
time that it preachés peace by nego- 
tiation it preaches that the time has 
come to bring the syndicalist parddise 
down upon the earth.

‘* But Italy is going on with the war 


‘in spite of the’ syndicalists, and is 


carrying it on at the present time with 
extraordinary skill, organization, and 
success. Since the disaster of Capo- 
retto, which was largely caused by 
German and Socialist propaganda, the 
entire Italian military organization 
has been remade. 

** Propaganda could never achieve 
again what it achieved at Caporetto. 
The whole Italian people is on its 
guard against it. The allied world 
can be very sure that the Italian 
army is.in excellent condition and 
thoroughly capable of carrying on the 
war to victory. 

‘* But Italy needs the help of the 
Allies. She needs supplies, sympathy; 
and recognition. She must have re- 
lief. She has earned it. ‘As a full 
partner in the enterprise for the res- 
cue of democracy, she is justified in 
looking to us for all the help that we 
can give her in the way of coal, steel, 
food, and other supplies. 

** The most effective way of throt-

GERMANS INSPIRED TURKISH ATROCITIES AGAINST ASIATIC GREEKS 


{CHOLAS G, KYRIAKIDES, a 
N wealthy shipowner of Athens, 
and Christo Vassilakaki, a mem- 
ber of the Greek Parliament, 
have come to this country to tell. the 
American people and. the American Gov- 
ernment about Turkish brutalities to 
Greeks in Asia. Minor. . Both have taken 


fan active part in the work of the Cen- 


tral-Committee of Unredeemed Greeks, 
an organization built up in. Athens to 
help relieve the condition of the. thou- 
sands of Greeks living under the rule 
of the Turk. 

The Greeks, in their desire for com- 
mercial and cultural: growth, have for 
centuries. Spread far -beyond the con- 
fines of ‘their country: Before the ap- 
pearance of the Turk in Asia Minor that 
‘country was inhabited almost wholly by 
a Greek-speaking population, . which 
formed the backbone of the Byzantium 
Empire, furnishing it with its finest 
soldiers'from ‘among. the peasantry and 
its best administrators from among the 
aristocracy. J 

When the Turkish hordes entered the 
country “they. settled in the interior, de- 
stroying the splendid cities and farm 
life there, preferring the life of pasture 
Which better suited their nomadic tastes. 
The. ‘Turk; however, ‘never. became a 
sailor: or a. frader, hence the. Seaports.

allzalong the coast of Asia Minor re- 








mained Greek. Today there are not less 
than 2,000,000 Greeks in Asia Minor, 
especially strong on the Western Coast, 
but found also spread along the South- 
ern and Northern Coasts. 

Nearly all the trade and commerce 
and whatever manufacture there is are 
in the hands of the Greeks, their only 
competition being from the Armenians. 
In Smyrna, the chief city of Asia Minor, 
they number 125,000 of the total popula- 
tion of 350,000, and control: the indus- 
trial and economic life of the city. But 
it is not only in old cities like Smyrna 
that they show their ability and effi- 
ciency. The chief seaport of Northwest 
Asia Minor is:Aivali, newly built in the 
third decade of the nineteenth century, 
on the site of an old Greek town. It is 
a fine example of a large, almost purely 
Greek and practically. self-governing 
community, with more than 25,000 in» 
habitants, a yearly export business of 
12,000,000 francs and a shipping. of 3,000 
vessels. It has thoroughly. modern busi- 


ness institutions, as well as a Chamber 
of Commerce and Agriculture and an 
Agricultural Bank. 

*® striking evidence of the alert and 
progressive spirit of the Greeks is given 
in the way in which they have followed 
the railroads into the interior. The 
cities which have been connected by. ‘the 
railroads going out from Constantinople 
and Smyrna ‘and the*towns which have 


sprung up beside them have become cen- | 





tres of Greek influence. The Greeks 
have settled.in them ‘in large numbers, 
and control not only the economic life 
of the towns themselves, but ef: the sur- 
rounding country. 


It is a great mistake, however, to. as- 
sume, as many, observers have done, 
that the Greeks of Asia Minor are only 
sailors and tradérs,. but are not* bound 
to the-soil, that they form a purely city 
element and that the country folk con- 
sist only of Turks. -The large Greek 
islands of the Asiatic coast, (Mitylene, 
Rhodes, Samos, and Chios,) have. dense 
populations living in great measure 
from grape and fruit raising and from 
silk: culture. Farming plays no large 
part simply because of ‘the lack of 
arable land. Hence many, peasants have 
emigrated to the mainland, where they 
settled in the’ fruitful valleys of the 
Maeander, the. Hermos, and the San- 
garios. In this way new and .thickly 
populated. settlements have comie ‘into 
existence, in the midst. of » the. more 


scattered Turkish populations and the’ 


higher. fecundity of the. Gréek settlers, 
combined with their industry, their. fru- 

gality, their intellectual‘ keenness, and 
their community-feeling, | helped always 
by the retrogressfon’ of the Turkish 
population itself, “have contributed to 
extend the Hellenizing process more 
and more to the country districts. 

In comparatively _récent times there 
have come to Hght in the interior of 
Asia Minor. large settlements of. Greeks 
who speak Turkish and conceal the fact 
that they are Christians, and for politi- 
cal reasons pass as adherents of Islam; 
but. who*have. kept up their Greek na- 
tional feeling. Sicicading nage wana 
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Hiver since the outbreak of the war, 
however, Turkey, has steadily been wag- 
ing a campaign of brutality against 
these Greeks on a par with her work of 
devastation in Armenia. Apart from the 
indignation arising out of the tales of 
these atrocities there is a point of in- 
terest In the fact that behind this cru- 
elty is the hand of Germany. This is 
not mere conjecture. The Greeks have 
gathered their facts. These show the 
guilt of Germany. As far back as April, 
1915, and even earlier, .nrough the 
agency of the Deutsche Palestina Bank, 
circular notices in Turkish, arousing the 
fanaticism of the Mussulman, were dis- 
tributed broadcast. 

In June, 1915, the Young Turk Com- 
mittee, with the knowledge of the Ger- 
mans, adopted resolutions whose pur- 
pose was the formation of closer rela- 
tions with the Bulgarians and the perse- 
cution of the Greek element under Turk- 
ish rule. These resolutions made the 
following provisions: 

1. The establishment of a Turko- 

Bulgarian commercial alliance, com- 


plementary to the Turko-Bulgarian 
Committee. 

2. Taking the commerce of the Kast 
out of Greek hands. 

3. Establishment in the East of 
Turkish commercial agencies for the 
of goods_ exclusively 
through Mussulman hands, the Turks 
_being expected to stop all dealings 

with the Greeks. 

4. Limitation of 'the privileges of the 
Patriarchate and of his ‘ecclesiastic ju- 
risdiction; weddings, baptisms, &c., 
were to be recorded with the Tman, 
(Mohammedan priest.)

element by force through the estab- 
lishment of mixed communities, so 
constituted as always to have a pre- 
ponderance of Mussulmans and Greek 
women, with a view of compelling 
mixed marriages. 


The following extract of an official 
report of Mr. Gryparis, Minister from 
Greece to Vienna, dated Sept. 13, 1915, 
gives further evidence of the power be- 
hind the. Turkish plan of annihilation. 
Mr. Gryparis had taken the matter up 
with Baron Burian, asking his inter- 
vention. 

“What is the use,”’ he writes, “of 
formal remonstrances to the Sublime 
Porte, or of appeals to the two empires 
to intervene with her? Is it not per- 
fectly evident that, as things are now 
in Turkey, the Grand Vizier is only 
nominally Grand Vizier, the Government 
being really in the hands of Enver and- 
Talaat, whose ideas and opinions about 
Hellenism in Turkey are only too well 
known, and that, further, the decisions 
about banishing to the interior the 
Greek populations. of the seacoast were 
taken only after coming to ‘an under- 
standing with the German staff in 
Constantinople? ”’ 


There is other evidence to back up 
the assertion of German intrigue. Mr. 
Kyriakides names Henry Morgen- 
thau, late Ambassador to Turkey; Pr. 
W. W. Peet, a well-known author, ‘and 
Mr. Stiirmer, a German writer, all of 
whom iassert that the Germans are re- 
sponsible for the massacres of. the Ar-. 
mentans and the destruction of Greek 
and Syrian communities. 





‘There is no question that Geremiay 
has her reasons for thus aligning hep-

self with the Turk. She knows that. the 


Greek element in Asia Minor is the bul- 
wark against Pan nat erent expansion 
in that territory. 

Since the war .500,000 Greeks ‘from 
Asia Minor, Thrace, and Macedonia, all 
Turkish subjects, have gone to Greece 
for help. - Of these, 60,000 have entered 
the Greek army at the Balkan front, 
45,000 are doing work’ on the front in 
France, and 40,000 are in Macedonia. 
That is the record of the people who 
have been able to escape. Others have 
not been so fortunate. According to 
official figures, the numbers who have 
died of starvation amount te 50,000. 
There have been numberless deaths due 
to other causes. P 

Mr. Kyriakides is touring the country 
to bring these truths home to his peo- 
ple.

In ‘all- of the allied countries. Mr.’ 
Russell said, it was noticeable that 
America’s’ presence in the war had 
strengthened the morale of the peo- 
ples and had increased their faith in 
the righteousness of the cause. for 
which they are fighting. 

** In observing conditions in those 
countries,’’ he said, ‘‘ it was perfectly 
evident on close examination that 
some of the great elements of strength 
in the proletarian pacifist movement 
had been swept away whenever the 
facts about the United States had be- 
come thoroughly known. 

“ ‘Whenever people were convinced 
that the workers of the United States 
were heart and soul in favor of the 
war and ‘hat the masses in this coun-’ 
try really believed that the war was 
a people’s war, that the people of the 
United States were in the war for the 
sake of exalted and righteour ajms.. 
the pacifist position dissolved. i am- 
convinced that, in a moral senae no 
less than on the battlefield, the # zy to 
victory rests with the United States. 

“German propaganda has spread 
the most- monstrous lies in Italy and 
France, representing the United 
States as having gone into the war at 
the’ dictation of the capitalist class 
for the sake of profits. These lies also 
declare that no class in this country 
was in favor of the war, outside of 
the financier and the manufacturer. 
Wherever the truth is made convinc- 
ingly clear that the United States is 
affording to the world the one great 
example, in all history, of a nation 
that assumes the burden of war for 
the sake of principles, the scheming 
pacifist leaders find that they are 
unable to get any considerable num- 
ber of persons to follow them. The 
greatest thing is to make clear to all 
these peoples, then, the lofty nature 
of the cause for which the Allies are 
fighting. 

‘It is high time, for. instance, - to 
blast, the He that-Italy was moved to 
warfor the sake of additional square 
milés.of territory°or eny other un- 

purpose, I was in Italy before 
she declared war. I mingled with the 
crowds. I know absolutely that, what- 
ever may have been the thought of 
some of her politicians, the purpose 
that animated the masses was unsel- 
fish. The sufferings of Belgium, the 
perils of democracy, were the issues 
which brought the Italian people into 
the war. : 

‘‘ Taken all in all, the general situ- 
ation is most encouraging, because 
whatever noise the pacifists may 
make, the fact still remains that we 
are steadily moving on toward the 
only solution. of the war—a lasting and 
enduring peace, But we may have to 
encounter some: difficult positions in 
which clarity of mind and fixed pur- 
poses are absolutely necessary to 
bring ‘us through. We should not 
miss a. single opportunity to make 
clear to all the world what we are 
really fighting for. We should be pre- 


-pared to make greater sacrifices in the 


next nine months than we have ever. 
made before and give to the situation 
everything that we possess in physical 
and moral resources. Nine more 
months will bring us to the end of the 
war.’ 

Mr. Russell said that the anguish 
which the peoples of the allied coun- 
tries have suffered by reason of the 
war will lead, after its conclusion, to. 
a ‘* great spiritual reaction, in the 
glow of which they will demand a 
peace based squarely on the high prin- 
ciples of civilization for which the war 
was fought.’’ 

**Any attempt to further selfish mo- 
tives, on the part of any nation,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ will arouse an outcry of re- 
pudiation from the peoples of the al- 
lied nations, who are determined that 
so,.far as humanly possible, peace 


by. future wars may be forever 
avoided. 

** When we come to peace negotia- 
tions, there will be a great controlling 
spirit, determined that the world shall 
never .undergo this terrible . thing 
again.’ 

In conclusion Mr. Russell discussed

Now, for the first time, a definiteness, 
in something like their true propcrtions 
with regard to our allies, is given to 
these demands. A few days ago it was 
@inounced from Washington that the 
War Department had asked for a sup- 
plementary appropriation of $7,300,000,- 
000 in round numbers. That, standing 
by itself, seems only ancther number of 
Billions to be added to the vast and in- 
tricate totals of war finance, but, re- 
ane and simplified, the significance is 

is: 

Previously there had been appropriated 
for the fiscal year, 1919, .$24,300,000,000. 
In addition contracts to be met by sub- 
sequent appropriations call;for $5,600,- 
000,000, making a total in appropriations 
and authorizations of close to $30,000,- 
000,000. The new amount asked for 
raises the grand total to approximately 
387,000,000,000. No economic front to be 
compared with that, even considering 
belligerents by groups instead of singly, 
hes éver been- erected before. It ex- 
ceeda: the combined war budgets or pro- 
grams of Great Britain, France, Italy, 
and Canada for the year. 

Great Britain’s war expenditures this 
year, according to figures available, wiil 
net go much beyond $13,000,000,000; 
France's, $8,000,000,000; Italy’s, $3,- 
000,000,000, and Canada’s, $1,300,000,000. 
These are all estimates, and the total of 
appropriations in these countries will 
no doubt exceed actual outlay, as they 
will in ours. Out of last year’s appro- 
priations we carried over $5,300,000,000 
into the new fiscal year, but the fact 
remains that the money asked for is 
based.on needs as foreseen, and the pro- 
gram is a definite announcement of the 
colossal economic effort we are pre- 
pared to make to encompass the defeat 
ef Germany. 

Other comparisons bring home what 
‘we are Called upon to do, and the appeal 
is direct to every citizen of the country. 
The total war expenditures of Great 
Britain, for four years, amounts to $35,- 
650,000,000. About $9,060,000,000 of this 
was lent to Great Britain’s allies. The 
United States advanced more than $5,- 
500,000,000 to the Allies in the last fiscal 
year, and this year the money to Be 
lent to those who bore the brunt for 
mearly three years before we entered 
will not likely fall below that amount. 
In the first three and a half years of 
the war Great Britain’s increase of in- 
debtedness reached $24,178,000,000. 

The increase of public debt in countries 
of the Allies, including the four self- 
governing British colonies, totaled, for 
this period, about $72,400,000,000. 
France's increase, estimated to the be- 
ginning of the present calendar year, is 
Placed at $15,600.000,000; Italy’s, $3,884,- 
000,000; Canada’s, $675,000,000; Austra- 
lia, $849,000,000; New Zealand, $165,000,- 
000; Union of South Africa, $155,000,000, 
and Russia, $20,201,000,000. 


In the drawing of comparisons, of- 
course, these figures represent only part 
of the economic force these countries 
have put into the war. Of Great Brit- 
ain’s total, 23.04 per cent. has been 
raised by taxation; France, about 16 per 
cent.; Italy, about 12 per cent. Increase 
in the public debts of Germany and Aus- 
tria, in the firat three and half years of 
the war, is placed at $39,300,000,000, 
based on partial estimates. The total 
voted by the German Empire for war 
purposes in four years is given as $34,- 
700,000,000; some war expenditures are 
borne, however, by German States and 
municipalities. 


In none of the countries of our allies 
will the war expenditures greatly exceed 
* those of the preceding year. They have 
produced their armies, exerting their 
economic forces to the limit to do so; 
all the man power it is possible for 
them to put in the field practically is 
there; what is required of them, chiefly, 
is maintenance. But comparison of ap- 
propriation figures shows that we are 
but midway in the stage of producing 
‘armies. For the last fiscal year our ap- 
propriations amounted to $18,800,000,000, 
so that this year, according to 
plana already made and laid before 
Congress, the amount js nearly doubled. 
Germany, like our allies, has produced 
its armies, all of which it is capable and 
ig thus also in the maintenance and not 
in the productive stage of making war. 
The $18,000,000,000, then, which we pro- 
pose to put into our war effort above 
what we 
economic front—is the primary state- 
ment of the way to win the war, for 
before the surplus of soldiers and mate- 
rial which are to overcome Germany are 
produced the money must be provided. 
New figures, now presented in detail 
fer the first time, show how great a 
part of the money raised in the United 
States for the defeat of Germany makes 
its force felt directly on the battlefront 
itself. Ordnance means fighting. The 
tetal amount of money directly appro- 
priated for ordnance since the begin- 
ning of the war, or for which obliga- 
tions have been givén to incur expenses, 
tetals, approximately, _$13,000,000,000. 
Of this amount $4,300,000,000 had been 
spent from the beginning of the war. 
The proportion which this bears to our 
total expenditures is seen by the fact 
» that, for the last fiscal year, the 
amount actually expended for govern- 
mental purposes was a little over $13,- 
600,000,000, in which was included the 
payment of $5,600,000,000 to our allies. 

Of the supplemental appropriation of 

$7,250,000,000 just asked of Congress by 
the War Department $4,580,000,000 is for 
erdnance, and nearly $2,000,000,000 of 
this is for heavy artillery and fortifica- 
tlens abroad. The item for ordnance 
atores, ammunition is. $417,706,180, In- 
cluding the $13,000,000,000 for which ap- 
propriations or authorizations have al- 
ready been made, the new estimates, if 
accepted by Congress, will carry the to- 
tal for erdnance to £17,580,000,000, This 

comparison gives an idea of the size of 
the ordnance program. From the date 
of the foundation of the United States 
Government until 1914 the total expendi- 
tures of the United States for all pur- 
poses was $19,000,000,000.

Frem the above figures it appears that at the end of the first seventeen months of the war the national debt 
of the United States increased by $13,239,624,650 through the issuance of Liberty bonds, Treasury certificates and 
War Savings stamps. From this should be deducted the loans made to the allied Governments, which will leave a 
total, of $6,993,859,900. Allowing for the larger balance in the Treasury on Sept. 1, 1918, it is seen that for the 
seventeen months the United States incurred a net new indebtedness of approximately $6,000,000,000. 








Budgets in Peace and War. 


URING every month of the war the 
United States assumes’ an addi- 
tional indebtedness equal to nearly 

half its annual expenditures in a peace 
year. That is true in spite of the fact 
that the cost of this war is being paid 
as we go along to a greater extent by 
far than ever before in the history of 
the country. The public is paying a 
goodly proportion of the debt in taxes, 
and is leaving about as little for pos- 
terity to pay in the shape of bonds, as 
ig compatible with *‘ going’’ industries. 

During the last peace year, 1916, the 
total ordinary receipts of the United 
States were $779,664,552; the total ordi- 
nary disbursements, $724,492,998. During 
the first twelve months of war the total 
disbursements, including the ordinary 
outgo and the war costs, with advances 
to the Allies, were nearly $14,000,000,000 ; 
the total receipts, including the ordinary 
income and the special levies imposed to 
help meet the war costs, were more than 
$14,330,000, 000. 


In peace times.the ordinary disburse- 
ments are, as a rule, less than the ordi- 
nary receipts; but since the war began 
the United States has assumed a fresh 
indebtedness of $6,000,000,000, in addition 
to the sums, amounting to more than 
that,- advanced to her allies.

to every citizen the responsibility to 
invest every dollar he can spare in the 
upbuilding of an economic front that 
will supply every need. Specially con- 
structed railway mounts are built for 
the big guns. For .a-single gun the 
mount costs upward of $350,000. A 16- 
inch gun costs approximately $175,000, 
therefore the tatal cost of equipment of 
one gun and mount is $525,000. 

Every time a shell is fired the cost is 
$1,000. To add to the expense the big 
guns are not long-lived. The inner lin- 
ing is soon worn out by gases gener- 
ated by the shells. In fact, these gases 
are so hot that they would melt the 
ateel did they not escape from the bar- 
rel in the fraction of a second. 

This investment of $525,000 is not good 
for much more than 200 shots at the 
Germans. The gun muat then be taken 








back of the firing line and relined. It 
ig expanded with heat, a cold tube of 
steel is inserted, then the outer jacket 
is cooled and shrunk on the new inner 
tube. Practically a new gun is pro- 
duced, but it is a costly process. The 
mount for a 16-inch howitzer costs 
more than $100,000. The 6-inch how- 
itzers cost $5,500. 

One plant is now turning out ten of 
these a day; that one item of expendi- 
ture and a small one in the Ordnance 
Department represents an outlay of $55,- 
000 a day. Every additional ten means 
another atep toward the defeat of Ger- 
‘many, and here, in these illustrations, is 
as direct a connection as any citizen 
could wish between the money he puts 
into Liberty bonds and a blow at Ger- 
Many at the front. The small cannon 
of 87-mm., to accompany the infantry, 


cost $1,500 each. They rank next to the 
machine gun in mobility and are de- 
signed te be especially effective against 
tanks and concrete machine gun em- 
placements. Then, for the one item of 
machine guns Congresa has appropri- 
ated $575,000,000, more than half of what 
it “cost to run our Government in the 
years just before the war, when the 
** Billion Dollar Congress '' began to ex- 
cite comment. 

The first step in encompassing the de- 


feat of Germany is to pay the cost of, 


the draft, requiring the registration and 
classification of the new classes of 


will be required by the Quartermaster 
Corps during this year, and here again 
the citizen sees why unstinted subscrip- 
tion of Liberty Loan bonds is needed 
to drive the Germans back to decisive 
defeat. Money is the first requisite and 
by far the greater part of it must come 
out of the savings of the people and 
be placed in the Government's hands 
through the purchase of Liberty bonds. 
Of this year’s requirements but §8,000,- 
000,000, according to the plan presented 
to Congress by the Treasury . Depart- 
ment, is to be raised by taxation. 
More facts from the Quartermaster 
Corps enable one to visualize how vast 
are these money needs in this one de- 
partment. The pay alone for the 3,000,- 
000 privates now in the army amounts 
to approximately $1,200,000,000 annually. 
This one item will go above $2,000,000,- 
000 a year when the new program for 
the increase of the army is put into ef- 
fect. Many ask the question why it 
costs the United States so much more 
per soldier to wage war than it does our 
allies. A big item is the long distance 
we have to transport our men and their 
supplies and the great fleets of ships we 
have had to build for that purpose. 
Another item of importance consists of 
what we pay our men and how we treat 


for them. The base rate of pay per 
day for the private in various bellig- 
erent countries is: United States, $1; 
Great Britain, 35 cents; France, 25 
cents; Italy, 2 to 4 cents; Germany, 
10 cents, The ration of our soldier 
contains twenty-seven articles and costs 
43 cente a day a man. The com- 
plete Summer and Winter outfit of 
the American soldier costa $63.51. The 
quality of the material used may be 
known from the fact that the American 
soldier's shoes, though bought in im- 
mense quantities, cost, for field shoes, 
$7.50; for marching shoes, $6.75 a pair. 

Sales of Liberty bonds are the main 
help, too, in keeping the navy going. 
Congress recently passed the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill carrying the largest total 
ever voted in a single measure for any 
navy—$1,676,400,668,. This, with expen- 
ditures authorized in the first year of 
the war, makes a total of $3,249,878,083. 
Here, too, ordnance is a chief itém, 
$266,061,919, being second only to ship 
construction, $284,397,000. Third is pay 
of the navy, $220,383,119. Since the war 
the personnel of the navy has been in- 
creased from 82,000 to 540,000,

WHEN AMERICANS GOT TO ITALY 





The following is part of an account 
of the landing of American troops in 
Italy last July which was printed in 
the Red Cross Bulletin: 


‘g T last the American fighting 

A troops are on Italian soil, The 

question that has been asked re- 

peatedly of every American in 

Italy for the last seven. months, “‘ When 

will your soldiers come? "' has now been 
answered. They are here. 

Everywhere the American officers and 
men have been, through all the towns 
and cities they have passed and stayed 
long enough for the inhabitants to get a 
glimpse of them, they have been re- 
ceived with demonstrative enthusiasm: 
When at the end of the journey the men 
in numerous detachments detrained, 
every man wore in his sombrero or 
pinned to his blouse an Italian flag, or 
carried in his hands flowers, the gifts 
of the delighted people who had already 
come to regard them as old friends. 

Of course,. every one will be. aaking 
how many men have arrived, and equal- 
ly, of course, the answer cannot be 
given. But there are enough to make & 
fine showing—big, stalwart, ‘husky 
young men, most of them from the Mid- 
die West, and they were all. glad to be 
in Italy. ‘‘ Oh, boy! We never’hed such 
a reception as this, not “even back 
home,"’ ig the way more than ene ex- 
pressed it. 

Best of all, of course, was the welcome 





given by the Italian people, the Italian 
Red Cross and other Italian erganisa- 
™~ 





tions, which did all that it waa possible 
to do. But hardly second in its appeal 
to the sentiments of the men was the 
touch of home they found at every stop- 
ping place. The American Red Cross in 
Italy had its agents, officers, men, and 
women, to greet the American soldiers 
and offer them those small comforts 


that in wartime mean so much—coffee 


and lemonade, and doughnuts and cigar- 
ettes and good hot soup. There wasn't 
a chance for the men to gét homesick 
or hungry. They all had their rations 


tin plenty, but they took pleasure in fil- 


ing past the Red Cross. stands with their 
cups and hands extended, and their cups 
and hands were well filled before they 
got past the American women in Red 
Cross uniforms. 

There were Bersaglieri troops always 
on hand as a guard of honor and a Ber- 
Saglierl band to play them in as the 
trains arrived and Italian officers of 
high rank who watched the Americans 
with manifest approval as they went 
about the big business of detraining 
with the snap and energy officers love 
te see in their men. Thera was no 
idling, no lethargy anywhere, but the 
American and Italian soldiera found 
moments in which to get together and 
learn to know each other fn that quick 
way soldiers have. 

Major Guy Lowell, of the Department 
of Military Affairs, had been at the 
Field Heaquarters for several days 
making arrangements for the work to/be 
done when the American troops arrived, 
and district delegates were ready along 
the route, while Major Hamill ef the 
Medical Department had been in com- 
munication with the American officers 
regarding hospital requirements and 
Miss Shaw was in chorge of nursing ar- 
rangements. 

Taking care of the wragh of supplying 
the men with something het to drink 


rations was Miss Coney, and men were 
drawn from the ambulance and rolling 
canteen services to help her. 

It all had a flavor of emergency work, 
for the preliminary plans must be quite 
apart from the arrangements for per- 
manent Red Cross work with our men, 
but in spite of its emergency nature 
there was no hitch to mar the welcome 
of the men. 


A few days after the arriva) of the 
American troops they were reviewed by 
the King. Upon a great field ‘‘ some- 
where in Italy ’’ these fighting men in 
khaki were drawn up in company 
formation and his Majesty Victor Eman- 
uel III., the officers of his staff, high 
officers of the Italian Army, the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, General Treat, Colonel 
Buckey, the Military Attaché with the 
American Embassy, and other anmy 
officers, officers of the American Red 
Cross, and representatives of the Allies 
walked down the long line. Then the 
American band, playing marching airs 
thet every one in America knows and 
loves, played while the American troops 
passed by the King anv his suite. It 
was @ fine array. At a certain point 
every officer’s hand went to the salute 
and every man had "eyes right" as 
they passed the reviewing stand. 

These are the first American treops of 
the line to arrive in Italy, and the ecca- 
sion of their errival is regarded as of 
historic significance. There were al- 
ready in Italy when they arrived men 
of the United States Army Ambulance 
Service, and before them were the army 
and navy aviators, and before them 
with the Italian armies the ambulance 
drivers and relling canteen men of the 
American Red Cross, who have heen 
here since last Fall, and throughout 
Italy for that period working among 
‘the civilian pepulation American men

F any one had told me six months 
| ago that I was completely losing 
out on the principal thing that 
makes this life so well worth living 
I don’t know whether I would have 
been indignant or amused. 

I suppose that the average man 
whose credit at.the butcher's and 
the grocer’s is A-1, whose income 
from year to year keeps a jump 
ahead of his expenses, leaving a bit 
over to be applied on an accumulat- 
ing bank account after the needs 
of the family have all been met, 
thinks of himself, quite privately, as 
a success. He wouldn't admit it, of 
course. If it came to talking about 
it he would give you the idea that 
what he had accomplished was little 
enough, and that he still had a long 
road to travel. 

Without ever having consciously 
debated the question with myself or 
even thought about it.I had reached 
that “successful attitude of mind.” 
I certainly did not have everything 
that money could buy and I did not 
expect ever to have it. I was pretty 
sure that I would -never be more 
than what the world calls “com- 
fortably fixed,” and even that point 
was some years off. But my life 
was well filled, I thought, with both 
the pleasures of business and the 
pleasures of recreation. 

I neither walked to save car fare 
nor trolleyed to save taxi fare. | 
kept up with the theatres, enter- 
tained friends, travelled a little 
and lived just about the life of the 
average individual whose income has 
a limit, and who keeps the future 
in mind when planning expendi- 
tures. I have no doubt that my 
acquaintances, if they thought about 
the matter at all, put me down for a 
successful man. The world in gen- 
eral usually takes the same view of 
your position as you yourself do. 

After a period of such compla- 
cency it is a pretty severe jolt to be 
brought up short with the realiza- 
tion that you are “missing some- 
thing,” and that you have ‘missed 
something” without which no life 
is successful. I can’t imagine a 
harder blow to self contentment than 
this, unless it would be to learn 


that there is no way to remedy the 
matter.

The ways and beliefs of the Asiatic 
are not open to Occidental. reasoning.

Judea was as much in the Near East in 
the tire of Christ as it is today, and 
the Near East holds then, as now, the 
game as does the Far East, that noth- 
ing can settle important affairs between 
mor except pieces of silver. 


Bven the British Government isnot 
powerful enough in India to be able to 
aey to the Indian merchant, to the In- 
@ian soldier, to the Indian citizen, that 
ite banknotes, even though these repre- 
sent a promise to pay in silver coin and 
ehould be backed by every govern- 
mental guarantee, are as good as the 
eash itself. Nothing but silver coin or 
silver bullion will do. 


‘This extraordinary financial condition 
very nearly resulted in a panic in India 
at the beginning of last Summer. Panic 
was averted by the prompt action of the 
United States, which went to the rescue 
fm the nick of time by commandeering 
all the silver available in this country, 
and by releasing $200,000,000 of our sil- 
ver reserve to India, at the same time | 
fixing the price of silver in American 
markets. _ 

For a year prior to this the situation 
in India had been growing steadily 
worse. Several facts conspired to make 
. this impending panic. First, gold every- 

where throughout the world had been 

withdrawn from circulation by practi- 
eally all Governments. This naturally 
and arbitrarily placed silver at a pre- 
mium, so that by the end of 1917 the 
price of silver (normally under 50 cents 
an ounce) was hovering around $1 an 

@urice. At the same, the world’s output 

of silver had been steadily decreasing 

ainée the beginning of the world war, 
' his was especially true in Mexico and 

Ruédsia. both of which countries are im- 

portant centres of silver mining. At 

the same time, India never relaxed her 
eminivorous demand, which was more 
than ordinarily increased by prosperity 

‘4m wartime trading. Many Indians were 

growing rich, and they could measure 

their increased wealth in only one way 
ethe possession of silver. Also there ex- 
fst in India many fine-art manufactures 
which require silver in large quantities. 

The demands of these assisted in raising 

the price. 

Whien the British Government, late in 
3917, fixed the price of silver at $1 an 
eunce, refusing to pay more, it ap- 
peared for a time that Indian finance 
might be stabilized, but soon the de-

te such an alarming extent that silver 
martkets throughout the world respond- 
ed alarmingly. Especially did many in- 
Gependent American dealers in silver

In 1913 the world ‘produced 225,000,000 
ounces of silver. In 1915 this production 
had fallen to 178,850,000 ounces. In 1916 
it fell still more to 156,626,521 ounces, It 


} rose a little in 1917 to 170,000,000 ounces, 


but this supply is considerably below 
the demand. All of the 250,000,000 ounces 
produced in 1918 was used and the de- 
mand was then in a healthy condition. 


‘The demand is now certainly more than 
twice as much ‘as it was in 1913, while 
the production is 20.per cent. less, | 

If ene goes into the offices of the 
principal silver brokers. in’ downtown 
New York, such as that of the agents 
‘in the United States for the British 
Government, one will see silver coins 
of all denominations which have’ been 
gathered in from every source,’ being 
tied into sacks for export. The high- 
ways and hedges are being combed of 
it. In the opinion of confident authori- 
ties, the demand for silver. coinage will

GARIBALDI” PAYS 


HOMAGE TO U. S. 





By ELISABETH CORTESI. - 
Spoleto, Italy, September. 

ARIBALDI,” they call him at 
the Summer camp for. children; 
atop Monteluca in the Umbrian 
hills near Spoleto. There the 
American ‘Red Cross is caring for 100 
children, each of whom is either a 
refugee from the: invaded section of 
Italy or depenuent for support upon a 
father or brother now fighting at the 
In many parts of Italy there 


is doing similar work. 

“* Garibaldi’" ts among the smallest 
of the children at Monteluca, and none 
there is older than twelve years. He 
fs a solemn sort of a child, with a 
‘queerly serious look in his, babyish eyes 
end an expression of resolution that is 
odd upon.so young a face. ‘‘ Garibaldi’’ 
is a refugee, for his home was-in the 
invaded district of the north and is now 
in the hands of the enemy. All he can 
remember during his five years has been 
a world of war: a world with a father 
off at a strange place called the front, 
coming home at intervals of many 
months with a rifle over his shoulder 
and a pack on his back, and sometimes 
‘with a drawn look in his eyes. One 
feels that the child, although almost a 
baby, has acquired something of that 
look of the father—a father who won’t 
come back from the front again. 

When “ Garibaldi’ first came to the 
camp he asked often when his father 
would be there. But it has now been 


weeka since he has asked that question. 
He seems to understand, and to accept 
it all silently, and perhaps that is why 
he has the queer commingling of child- 
ishness and of grown-up knowledge in 
his determined little face—a face that is 
getting chubby now, although it and the 
faces of the others were thin when the 
camp opened. 

It may have been ‘“ Garibaldi’s”’ 
strangely serious face that first attract- 
ed Signor Pagni's attention. Signor 
Pagni, in peace time, playa a cornet and 
conducts a restaurant in the Spoleto de- 
pot, and in wartime he runs the A. R. 
©. kitchen at the Monteluca Camp and 
still plays his cornet. Only war could 
give the cornet second place. At any 
event, the quiet little refugee had: been

And the strange thing is that while all 
this is gong on little ‘‘ Garibaldi ” 
stands there at salute—his tiny hand up 
to the visor of his scarlet cap, his red 
sash, blue shoulder strap, and medal 
making him a brave figure indeed. He 
doesn’t laugh as all the other children 
do, because, you see, he is ‘“‘ Garibaldi ”’ 
—he has been honored—he has been 
named after and he wears in part the 
costume of the great Italian hero who 
fought for liberty. So the little fellow 
has become imbued with the most tre- 
mendous sense of responsibility, and the 
ether children marvel at his ability to 
restrain a smile or even a snicker at the 
sight of that spotted mountain goat 
chewing the skirt of Signor Pagni's long 
linen coat while the Signor tries to play 
the cornet.
